B. CONVENTION JOURNAL 


WEDNESDAY EVENING 


The Eastern District Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America opened its sessions at Ascension Lutheran Church, Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, Wednesday, June 16th, 1943, with the impressive liturgical service and 
music of the host congregation with Pastor Myrus Knutson as liturgist. Before 
the well-filled auditorium the District President, Dr. Martin Anderson, and the 
W. F. M. President, Mrs. J. M. Green, presented their respective messages to the 

‘joint session, both messages being indicative of the high calibre of the personali- 
ties and talents of these our leaders, and of the effectiveness of the organizations — 
they represent. 

The convention was informed by the Credential Committee, consisting of 
Rev. Paul Reque, Rev. J. A. Snartemo, and Mr. Harry J. Schwebke, that by 
Wednesday evening a total of 91 pastors and delegates were registered, 54 pastors, 
35 delegates, and two advisory members. 

Thus, with delegates registered, the President declared the convention as- 
sembled and organized in the name of Holy Trinity.

Being introduced and called upon by the District President, the following 
pastors gave remarks: Host Pastor, Rev. Myrus L. Knutson, Rev. J. A. Snartemo, 
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Rev. Arthur Swenson, Rev. Einar Larson, Chaplain Elmer Hjortland, Ascension 
Lutheran Pastor on leave of absence for service in the United States Army. 
The Wednesday evening joint session concluded with announcements, benedic- 
tion, and social hour in the parish hall and church parlors 
HECTOR GUNDERSON, Assistant Secretary. 


The Thursday morning session of the Eastern District of N. L. C. A. began 
with hymn singing and Scripture reading led by Rev. A. R. Molldrem. Rev. 
A. L. Abrahamson was appointed secretary pro tem. 

President Anderson announced the appointment of Rev. I. A. Suby and 
Rev. Walter E. Carlson on the pastor's equalization committee. ; 

In the absence of the District Treasurer, Mr. Andrew Amondson of Rio, 
Wisconsin, the Treasurer's report was read by the president, and by motion 
accepted subject to audit. The report indicated a balance of $63.24 as of June 
14th, 1943. ' 

By motion it was decided to elect the following district committees: 

1. Church Affairs and Education. 

2. Home Missions, Foreign Missions, Charities. 

3. Finances, Pensions, Publications. 

A greeting to the convention was read, sent by Army Chaplain Ivar G. Gjell- 
stad, Camp Adair, Oregon. The secretary was instructed to acknowledge this 
letter and send greetings to Chaplain Gjellstad. 

A communication was read, received from Rev. F. A. Schiotz, Executive 
Secretary of Student’s Service Department of the American Lutheran Conference, 
in which he requests that a Student’s Service Commission of three district 
members be elected. The chair was asked to appoint this committee. 

A communication was read from Rev. A. E. Iverson, Executive Secretary 
of the Board of Pensions. It was moved that a committee of five be elected to 
constitute a pension committee, the nominating committee to supply candidates 
for same.

The district president reported that the names of the Rev. George Strum 
be added to the list of Chaplains already announced. 

By motion passed, the president's report was accepted by a rising vote indi- 
cating thereby also the thanks of the district to the bishop for his leadership. 

Rev. Einar Larson gave his address on Home Missions today, basing his 
educational address on Luke 24:47, 

The minutes of the Wednesday evening session read by Rev. Hector Gun- 
derson, Assistant Secretary, were accepted. 

It was decided that the address of Rev. Einar Larson on Home Missions 
presented Thursday forenoon, was to be mimeographed and made available to 
those interested, the responsibility of printing to fall on Pastor Larson. 

The resolution of the Vernon Circuit to the convention, pertaining to the 
need of mission work in the fertile field at Sparta, Wisconsin, home of Camp 
McCoy, was given by Rev. Norris E. Olson. 

In accordance with this resolution, Rev. Norris E. Olson made the following 
motion: “Moved that the Home Mission Committee of the Eastern District be 
increased to 15 members, each member representing a circuit and elected by the 
same. 

This motion was referred to Convention Committee No. 2. 

Rev. Walter Olson presented the following resolution and motion: 

We are being told that America is on the move, that nearly 20% of our 
population has changed residence in the last few years. The problems, oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities of this shifting of population weigh heavily upon us. 

We are also impressed with the fact that since February Ist, 1937, the 
synodical budget has remained at $1,005,000.00. Since this budget was voted, the 
membership of our church has increased by about 20%, giving us ability to do 
more mission work than six or seven years ago. 

By the time the present biennium has come to a close, the Centennial Appeal 
will have been completed and no new special drive seems to be in the offing. 
It is therefore evident that our Norwegian Lutheran Church of America is able 
to enlarge its mission endeavors. 

The situation seems ripe for more Home Mission work 

I, therefore, move that the Eastern District respectfully request the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America that its Home Mission appointment be 
increased by $200,000.00 with the provision that our other activities be not 
jeopardized, and that special attention also be given to our Church Extension 
Fund. 

This matter was referred to Convention Committee No. 2

4. Whereas God has prospered the work of our Publishing House to the 
extent that about thirty-six million pieces of Christian literature were distrib- 
uted during the past year, and that other churches have found much blessing in 
their use, we would remind ourselves to be thankful to our heavenly Father. We 
want to commend also the faithful work of those various ones that have, unde: 
God, been instrumental in extending the Kingdom through the printed Word 

We recommend: 

a. The general use of our own publications. 

b. The support of the annual campaign of the church papers, 

c. That greater numbers avail themselves of the Missionary Magazine and 
that still greater use be made of the Book Mission. 

d. Especially during this crisis, we recommend that every opportunity pos- 
sible (such as parish papers, bulletin boards, newspapers, tracts, etc.) be used 
to bring the church of the living Christ before the eyes of a needy public. 

This report was adopted in its entirety. 

The convention received with thanks the information as to resolutions in- 
troduced in the Senate of the State of Wisconsin relative to our Centennial 
celebration.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE NUMBER 2, HOME MISSIONS 


We are being told that America is on the move, that nearly 20% of our 
population has changed residence in the last few years. The problems, oppor- 
tunities, and responsibilities of this shifting of population weighs heavily upon 
us, for it is estimated that 600,000 Lutherans have moved in the last two and 
a half years. å 

The Lutheran Church, and not least our own synod, has a multitude of 
blood-bought souls to preserve; a heritage of God-given faith to share; a century 
of blessing to continue for the church of tomorrow. By the grace and mercy 
of God and by the wielding of His almighty power we have a church today 
which in a century has grown from a handful of immigrants to a family of 
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about one million. Surely it ought to be the firm resolve of this one million to 
constitute itself not only a workable field, but a vigorously working force. 

We are impressed with the fact that since February 1, 1937 the synodical 
budget has remained at $1,005,000. Since this budget was voted, the member- 
ship of our church has increased by about 20% (no account here being taken 
of associates). This should make us able to do more Home Mission work than 
six or seven years ago. 

It should be noted that in 1942 our church, in addition to its budget of a 
million dollars ($983,590) raised an additional million dollars for special drives 
and appeals ($650,082) (see report page 145), plus special funds collected for Con- 
cordia College, Luther College and Pacific Lutheran College. By the time the 
present biennium has come to a close these appeals and drives at present under 
way will have been completed, and no new drive seems to be in the offing. It 
is therefore evident that our N. L. C. A. is able to enlarge its mission endeavors. 

To glimpse at the record we find that the actual membership of our church 
in 1936 was 488,836. In this year we voted a budget of $1,005,000. By 1941 (1942 
figures not available) we counted an increase of 92,445, 

Inasmuch as the next change in our budget will become effective in 1944 we 
remind ourselves that we can anticipate by that time a membership of some- 
thing over 611,000 (again not counting associates) or an increase of 24.6% over 
the membership of 1936, when the budget of $1,005,000 was voted. 

Therefore, in view of the facts that we are increased in numbers, that old 
appeals are out of the way, that the depression is over, and that a tremendous 
Home Mission challenge confronts us at the moment, we acknowledge and 
affirm that the situation is undoubtedly ripe for more Home Mission work. 

We further observe that in utilizing our increasing resources we should at 
present put the lion’s share into Home Missions, realizing that this will in a 
short time result in a definite acceleration of all our other endeavors. 

With this preamble we resolve as follows: 

1. That a comprehensive program be launched throughout our constituency 
looking to the awakening of our people to the achievements and the techniques 
and methods of Home Mission enterprise, and more especially to the unprece- 
dented challenge in Home Missions which confronts us. This program shall be 
carried out by broadcasting of the printed word, by mission festivals featuring 
Home Missions, and by other approved means of publicity. 

2. That every effort be made to investigate situations and opportunities lead- 
ing to the location of all potential Home Mission fields, so they can be studied, 
compared, and given an order of precedence, that no time be lost when men and 
means are available to exploit them effectively. 

3. That our synodical body me memorialized at its 1944 convention to assign 
to the Church Extension Fund a substantial portion of the surplus available 
from the Centennial Appeal funds. 

4. That our synodical body be memorialized, at its 1944 convention, to increase 
its apportionment to Home Missions to the extent of $200,000, a figure well 
under the 24.6% increase of the entire budget which at the present ratio will 
be possible. 

Note: In addition to the large movements of people to the war industry areas 
of the East and the Mid-West, we are cognizant of the steady and substantial 
movement of people from the Mid-West to the Pacific Coast which, beginning 
in the recent years of drouth has now accelerated to even greater proportions 
because of the war industries. 

Although it may safely be assumed that a considerable number of these 
people will return to the Mid-West after the war, it may also be safely assumed 
that great numbers of them, many being Lutherans and potential Lutherans, 
will stay in the West. SJ je 

This spells a new era of Home Mission activity in the West with promise of 
rich reward in terms of souls kept and won, and in terms of a development of a 
new strength with which to carry on to further heights the banner of the cross 
planted in Muskego in 1843. 

(End of Note) 

With regard to the employment of Field Secretaries for Home Missions the 

Eastern District recommends that its Home Mission Committee continue their 
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studies in that direction, and take such steps in that direction as and when they 
deem expedient. å i 6 

We rejoice in the zeal and vision of congregations which have on their 
own initiative furthered a fruitful parish missionary program and even reached 
out to establish new work in neighboring areas. Å 

Be it resolved that each circuit of the Eastern District elect a delegate to an 
advisory Home Mission Committee to meet with the District Home Mission 
Committee once a year. The circuits will pay the expenses of their respective 
delegates. ; ; 

Be it resolved that in conformity with President Anderson’s recommendation 
in his report (page 16 Annual Report) the pastors be urged to make use of *Noti- 
fication of Change of Address” cards, and that these be usedswhenever members 
or associates leave the home congregation and environment. Pastors are re- 
quested to write to Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, Director of Membership Transfer and 
Follow-up Dept. : : 

Be it resolved that the District Home Mission take under advisement the 
payment of its share of the premiums on the Amended Pension Plan for Home 
Mission pastors. , ME : 

Be it resolved that we acknowledge that our repertoire of mission hymns is 
not extensive as regards hymns specifically adopted to Home Missions, and that 
we bespeak on the part of our people a cognizance of this need with a view to 
encourage the writing of Home Mission hymns. ca

REPORT I 


Friday Forenoon, June 4, 1943 

The Northern Minnesota District of the N. L. C. A. met in annual convention 
on June 4, 1943, in First English Lutheran church, Rev. S. L. Tailakson’s charge, 
Fergus Falls, Minn.

Centennial Meditation No. III was presented by Rev. J. Linnevold of Glen- 
wood.

The hymnbook was often the prayerbook of 
the pioneers at their candlelit evening devotions. The pure gold of the Bible 
doctrines of the hymnbook greatly enriched the pioneers and inspired them to 
go forward in the faith of their fathers. Let us give thanks in 1943 for the 
great spiritual blessings that came through the hymnbook. 

Prof. G. L. Schoberg of Concordia College presented Centennial Conven- 
tion Theme III, "Christ and the Coming Peace.” He traced through the history 
of the 19th and early 20th centuries the dangerous totalitarian philosophies of 
central Europe. These developed not from Luther and the Reformation, but 
from out of paganism. The church must fight these evil influences. The war must 
not only be won, but these pagan influences destroyed. 

What can the church do at the peace table” The church talks much about 
the peace and so far does little. Many bodies are now studying the terms of the 
peace. Curtailment of armor, etc., will solve nothing. The church must get at the 
root and place Christ as the only foundation for real peace. Genuine penitence 
is imperative. The truth of Christ and the love of God rust rule. We must for- 
give our enemies. 

Hymn, “Creator of the Starry Height,’ was sung.

If 
we go way back to Sinai and sight over Calvary we may boldly look forward to 
the future and to eternity. There the Savior is waiting and beckoning. 

But the forward look involves more than our own salvation. We are our 
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brothers’ keepers. “Go ye” is our divine mandate. And so our march becomes a 
forward march. We are builders with Christ. 

What keeps the church alive? Not organization. Only the preaching of 
Christ crucified and risen. Only then can we have the assurance that the walls 
of the Christian church will not crumble. The Christian church must be a 
work battalion. 

Hymn: “Thy way and all thy sorrows, give thou into his hand.” 

Rev. F. E. Eikeland then sang, “It was for me that Jesus suffered.” 

An offering to cover convention expenses amounted to $81.12. 

President Fjelstad closed the convention with a few fitting words, and the 
hymn, “O happy day when we shall stand” ended a convention long to be 
remembered.

The Committee on Reports consisting of Rev. G. W. Tolo, Rev. G. G. Beito, 
Rev. Raymond Huss, Prof. A. M. Sattre, and Attorney N. B. Hanson met in the 
pastor’s study, at 9 A. M., June 5, and organized by electing G. W. Tolo, chair- 
man, and Raymond Huss, secretary 

Be It Resolved That Å 

1. We are grateful to Almighty God for the opportunity to assemble for a 
district convention to worship and meditate upon the unchanging Christ, Who is 
the same yesterday, today, and forever 
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2. We thank God for planting and preserving our dear church in America these 
hundred years and for the many whom God has called to His eternal reward thru 
the ministrations of the church. May God help us all at this time humbly and 
sincerely to reconsecrate ourselves to be forever loyal to our dear Lord and 
Master, Jesus Christ, and to His church. Sethe. 

3. We recommend to the pastors of the Northern Minnesota District that they 
observe a Centennial Sunday in every congregation on or about October 24, 1943. 

4. Since our Lord Jesus Christ has laid down as an unchanging principle for 
His church that we “render unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s” and that 
“all government is of God,” may we as individuals and Christians and as con- 
gregations bend every effort in behalf of our nation in this hour of trial, by the 
purchasing of bonds, by maintaining a high standard of morale, and especially 
thru the channel of constant intercessory prayer for our nation. 

5. We commend the pastors and congregations of the Northern Minnesota 
District for their faithfulness as manifested by the raising of the synodical budget 
101.3% in the year 1942. May even greater zeal be put forth in 1943 that the 
work of the Kingdom shall not be hindered in its progress because of lack of 
material means. 

6. Congregations and individuals who have not as yet contributed to the 
Concordia College Golden Jubilee Appeal and the Luther College Emergency 
Appeal are sincerely urged to do so. 

Aware of the wonderful work performed in behalf of our young people in the 
field of education, be it resolved that our congregatious are invited to give to our 
church schools and especially Concordia College their moral and financial support 
and encourage young men and women to attend our Christian Colleges. 


7. Few special appeals in our church have been so deserving of our attention 
nor been received as warm-heartedly by the congregations as Lutheran World 
Action. May it be suggested that pastors use more diligence in placing into the 
hands of our people all literature available thru and sent out by the National 
Lutheran Council. Let such methods and procedure be used which best befits 
the local situation. 

8. Because of the war situation, it is necessary that increased support be given 
to smaller Home Mission congregations, 

9. We are thankful to God that even though doors have been closed to further 
work for the Kingdom in some portions of the world, yet He has graciously 
opened new doors. May we pray God to make us ready to enter in into greater 
service thru these doors. 

10. We recommend that the Boards of Trustees of every congregation, if they 
have not already done so, acquaint themselves with the New Pension Plan and 
become members of the same. 

11. Circuit and Parish Bible Camps merit the support of our church people. 
Parents are sincerely urged to make it possible for their boys and girls to enjoy 
the blessings both spiritual and physical, as afforded at these camps. Camps pay 
big spiritual dividends. 

12. We concur in the President’s recommendation that both spiritual and moral 
support be constantly given the United Temperance Movement of Minnesota. 

13. All pastors shall regard it their conscientious duty to fill in the parochial 
peer each year on time that our church statistics may be be accurate and 
reliable. 

14. In this 100th Anniversary year of the Northern Minnesota District all 
congregations shall bring their histories up to date and to make a real effort to 
find and preserve all matters of historical significance and interest. 

15. Because of the alarming situation revealed in our Secretary’s Statistical 
Report, pastors and congregations shall place additional emphasis upon church 
attendance, adult confirmation, upon the Means and Grace, especially, communion. 

16. Because of much duplication of effort in many localities caused by over- 
lapping of parishes, Committees on Parish Rearrangement shall be established 
in every circuit, which shall study circuit situations and report their findings to 
the District President. 

17. Since the opening session of the Northern Minnesota District and of the 
Women’s Missionary Federation, held jointly, was so successful and well attended, 
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we shall invite the Women's Missionary Federation to join with the District 
Convention in the same manner for the opening session in the future.

SECRETARY'S STATISTICAL REPORT 


To the Northern Minnesota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, June 4-6, 1943, Fergus Falls, Minnesota 


It is now two years since our last within-the-district biennial district meeting. 
Although there may not have been any extraordinary statistical changes since 
the last report, still there may be some interest and value in a short analysis of 
data. Possibly there may be something of encouragement and something of 
warning. 

_ Again this year it seems necessary to urge all pastors and congregations of the 
district to be prompt in returning the annual parochial reports to our General 
Secretary. Eight reports were still outstanding as of June 3, 1943. Probably in 
time we may become so prompt that he may be able to supply us with the figures 
for the year just prior to our conventions. In the meantime, while we are waiting 
for that Utopian dream to come true, let us strive for that goal. 

Although we have not statistics available for 1942, still we might create 2 
somewhat doubtful estimate of its figures by adding one-half to the increase oi 
the previous biennium over the figures of the two years prior. 

Accordingly then, we submit the following, based on the 1942 Annual Report 
which again is based on the 1941 Parochial reports: Number of congregations— 
403, served by 139 active pastors, thus averaging almost three congregations per 
pastor. 

There were 5 assistant pastors and 7 parish workers. 

Five charges are vacant as of May 28, 1943. 

Number souls: 79,128—an increase of 4,516 during the 2 years 1939-1940. 

Confirmed members—54,817—an increase of 3,589 during the 2 years 1939-1940. 

Voting members—33,410—an increase of 3,247 during the 2 years 1939-1940. 

At the same ratio of increase we should have at the end of 1942 81,386 souls, 
56,602 confirmed members and 35,034 voting members. 

This is just an estimate, of course, but gives some indication of the Faith in 
Action results in gain of members in our district to the end of 1942. 

According to the same method of estimating, the total gain of members in 
our entire synod, including the Canadian Church, should be 16,135—a grand total 
at the end of 1942 of 586,665 souls. 

By the same rate of increase during 1943 we should have approximately 
600,000 souls in our church by the end of the first 100 years of Norwegian 
Lutheranism in America. 

Our Northern Minnesota District should have approximately 83,644 by 
that time. 

This year I shall not present as detailed statistics of the work in the district 
as heretofore, partly to conserve space in the Annual Report and partly to reduce 
labor of printing. However, you should be interested in latest available totals of 
services and ministerical acts within the district. They are thermometers of 
the rise and fall of the work of our district. 


Public Services 

English—11,473, a gain in two years of 1,243, 

Non-English—2,441, a decrease in two years of 489 ; 

Total services—13,914, a gain of 969, nearly a thousand, over 2 years previous. 
Then we reported a decrease of 485 services over the two years previous, so we 
have not only regained that loss, but actually forged ahead 769 services making 
in reality a gain in services during that period of 1,254. Evidently there has been 
a spiritual impetus in our district since the Faith in Action was inaugurated. We 
thank God for that. i 

Mid-week and Evangelistic meetings decreased slightly, probably we are get- 
ting too busy in the whirl of our many war efforts for so many week-day and 
evening meetings as before, 
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Circuit meetings have increased by 23 meetings, probably due to the increase 
of W.M.F., Brotherhood, Luther League and L.D.R. circuit meetings which are 
now all listed in the parochial reports under the heading of "Circuit Meetings or 
Conferences.” 

‘Baptisms 

The year prior to the Faith in Action program there were 2,488 baptisms. The 
year following its inauguration there were 2,712, a gain of 258. In 1941 there 
were 2,746, a gain of 34 over two years prior. It seems there was a most notice- 
able impetus of the Faith in Action movement during its earlier stages. However, 
all our statistics seem to indicate a worthwhile stimulus all along the line. 


Confirmations 


Junior confirmations dropped 72 since 1939. i 
Adult confirmations, however, increased by 93 over 1939. Evidently we are 
placing more stress on reclaiming adults than heretofore, which is encouraging. 


Communion Attendance 


Number communion services in 1939—1,284. 

Number communion services in 1941—1,189, or 95 less than in 1939. 

Number of communicants in 1939—25,535. In 1941—24,219, or 1,316 less than 
2 years prior. This is a surprise and a shock and a very serious condition indeed 
if true. Some of this discrepancy may be due to inaccurate or and careless records, 
or to failure to report all communicants. Another possibility is that quite a num- 
ber of pastors first began to report communion attendance according to the 1929 
rule in 1941. It is much easier to simply add the total attendance at the com- 
munion services than to check out and count only once those who attend once or 
more during the year. That system was used prior to 1929. However, I have not 
much faith in this theory. 

If the figures which I have checked, double checked and rechecked, are cor- 
rect, we must, I fear, face the fact that our communion attendance has slumped. 
If so, we must make very serious and prayerful confession to our God and place 
a great deal more emphasis on the real need and the blessings of this great 
sacrament. 

I hope the Committee on Reports will give this matter very earnest con- 
sideration. 

Marriages 


There were 1,586 marriages which is a small increase over the previous year. 


Funerals 
Funerals decreased from 1,487 to 1,479, but we are not worrying about that. 


Religious Instruction 


Juniors instructed for confirmation—2,910, or 197 less than 2 years prior. 

Adults instructed for confirmation and or baptism—1,043, or 628 more than 2 
years prior. 

This number of adults instructed for baptism and, or confirmation is the 
largest in any one year up to that time. Another indication that our Lutheran 
church is really becoming recognized and acceptable to adults of other faiths or 
no faith. This is very encouraging, 

Total instructed, juniors and adults—3,953, or 431 more than in 1939. N. B.: 
Almost one-third (4%) of the total instructed for baptism and or confirmation 
were adults, something unknown before in the history of the N.L.C.A. Un- 
doubtedly another result of the Faith in Action program. It also indicates that 
our field is increasingly extending beyond national limitations. It looks as though 
we are awakening to unlimited possibilities in this field.

B. CONVENTION JOURNAL 


The 27th annual convention of the Southern Minnesota District, held at the 
Norwegian Memorial Church, Minneapolis, Minnesota, June 3-6, 1943, opened 
with a joint worship together with the Women's Missionary Federation on Thurs- 
day evening, June 3rd at 8:00 P.M. The local pastor, Rev. Elias Rasmussen 
served as liturgist. The Centennial Sermon was delivered by Dr. A. J. Bergsaker. 

Following the sermon, the President, Dr. Kleven, called the convention to 
order, and welcomed pastors, delegates and friends. 

At this time Dr. J. A. Aasgaard brought greetings and read his message to 
the convention. Brief greetings were brought by Rev. Elias Rasmussen, local 
pastor, Rev. L. T. Larson, president of the Minneapolis Circuit, Mrs. Mark 
Seliger, district president of the W.M.F. Mrs. A. S. Hoiland rendered a vocal 
solo: “JESUS ONLY.” ;

6. The “Faith in Action” movement with its emphasis on the more faithful 
use of God's Word, reaching the unchurched and the development of Christian 
Stewardship among us, is serving a much-needed purpose in calling attention to 
our obvious but easily neglected duties and responsibilities as Christians. The 
emphasis of the Faith in Action movement is the emphasis of the Bible. It is 
the hope and prayer of every pastor and every Christian layman that our church 
may increasingly develop into a praying church, a Bible reading church and a 
witnessing church. We urge upon all pastors and congregations to continue to 
support this intensified effort to deepen and strengthen the spiritual life of our 
members, which all inevitably result in a deeper consciousness of. responsibility 
for the unsaved living in all our communities. The Faith in Action movement 
helps us to lift our eyes to “see the fields white unto harvest.” We express our 
sincere thanks to Dr. J. C. K. Preus and his assistants for their splendid leader- 
ship in this effort. 

Circuit Activities 

7. Circuit organization demands our attention. Our circuit meetings ought 
to be, and to a large extent are, Spiritual Life Conferences where we teach and 
inspire one another to more intelligent and consecrated service of our Lord and 
His Church. 

The auxiliary organizations of the church, such as Luther League, Choral 
Union, Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, Women’s Missionary Federation, 
and the Brotherhood also have their circuit meetings. Each group has its distinct 
function to perform, its mission to fulfill 

For the purpose of coordinating all these circuit meetings, we urge the 
closest cooperation of officers of each group—and wherever possible we recom- 
mend the “set-up of Circuit Councils.” 


Budget Ingathering 


8. We are encouraged to note that each year more congregations and circuits 
are entering the 100% group. Pastors and people together are realizing that we 
can raise our budget. The Lord has not given us a work to do that is above 
our accomplishment, when we take Him at His Word and really consecrate 
ourselves to the task. \ 

But while we recognize the generosity of our people, we are conscious of the 
fact that we have come far short of the ideal set forth in God’s teaching of 
stewardship. There is still much room for improvement along the lines of 
Christian Stewardship. We rejoice that God gives us the means, the opportunity 
and the willingness to give. We respectfully urge our congregations to consider 
their budget allotments for 1943 to be the minimum to be raised; and an effort 
be earnestly made to exceed that amount in order to avoid serious curtailment of 
any of the several departmental activities supported by the budget of our church. 

We remember with gratitude the tireless and efficient work of the Steward- 
ship Secretary of our church, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, and of our district, Rev T. H. 
Rossing. We wish to thank all district and circuit officers, our pastors and con- 
gregations, for their splendid cooperation in so nearly reaching the goal set 
before us. 

Departmental Activities 

9. We thank God for the many encouraging signs of spiritual life in our con- 
gregations. There is a noticeable increase of interest for the work of the various 
departments of our church. Every day we should remember to thank God for 
answered prayer, and also ask Him to continue to bless the different activities 
of the church to the glory of His Name and the salvation of souls. 

a. Home Missions. Our Lutheran Church in this country has perhaps never 
in its history faced a challenge like she is facing it today in the migration of 
our people to Defense Area Settlements. Our church must not only minister to 
her own children, but we must expand and extend our home mission work. 

b. Foreign Missions. We thank God for the fields of service which He has 
given us in foreign lands; and if it be His will to open the door for us to serve 
Him also in South America, we pray that our church might be faithful and 
obedient to the call, 


We pray God to bless and protect our missionaries and workers in the for- 
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eign mission fields. May God give them courage, health and strength and also 
opportunity to continue their labors for His Kingdom. 

c. Charities. War does not reduce the number of the poor and needy, the 
homeless, the aged and destitute. When our church lifts her voice in their behalf, 
let every one remember the words of the Apostle Paul: “The love of Christ 
constraineth me.” Our district has a new home for the aged, at Red Wing, for 
which we are thankful. We commend the board of directors for their work, in 
order that the homeless may take refuge there. In our prayers we remember the 
management and residents, invoking God’s blessings and grace to be their true 
joy and peace. 

d. Education. We sincerely thank God for the innumerable blessings whict 
He has granted to all our schools in the past and implore His continued bless- 
ings for the future. May He in mercy guide and guard our schools through the 
dangers and difficulties of the present time. We thank God for the host of 
teachers faithful in His service, and urge upon the boards and faculties of our 
schools to do the utmost to safeguard and promote the Christian life of the 
young people entrusted to their care 


Varied Activities 

10. The district recognizes and commends the blessed work within our 
church and not least within our district :—- 

a. Of the Book Mission through its director the Rev. M. O. Sumstad, for the 
very valuable help to pastors and lay people in the church in promoting the cause 
of Christ through the printed page; 

b. Of the Lutheran Girl’s Home, Miss Ottelie Hugelen, matron, for the Chris- 
tian work and loving care she renders those most needing in this cold world; 

c. Of the Deaf and Blind mission, the Rev. H. O. Bjorlie, superintendent, for 
the evangelization of the unfortunate, thus being ears to the deaf and eyes to the 
blind, enabling them to be saved by the Gospel; 

d. Of the work of Evangelism by the evangelists of our church, Rev. C. K. 
Solberg, Rev. T. W. Tysdal, Rev. Peder Nordsletten, and Mr. E. L. Scotvold 
for their sincere efforts in spiritual emphasis and the work of winning and re- 
claiming souls lost in sin; 

e. Of the Lutheran Welfare Society, ministering to the unfortunates in the 
name of Christ and the church, assuming a large share of the work of charity 
otherwise to be done by our church alone; 

f. Of the Hospital Missions through the hospital pastors, the Rev. W. K. 
Naeseth, at Rochester, and the Rev. H. P. Grimsby in Minneapolis, who bring 
the sick at these centers, the blessings and the comfort of the means of Grace 
and Christian fellowship and cheer 

g. Of the State School at Red Wing, through the pastor, the Rev. Edgar 
Nesse, in seeking to reclaim for the Lord the youth who have strayed from the 
paths of righteousness; 

h. Of the Twin City Lutheran Student Foundation, the Rev. Carl E. Lund- 
Quist, secretary, for the very valuable work in seeking to direct the efforts of 
Lutheran students into positive Christian channels; 

i. Of the Bible camps where our young people have signal opportunities to 
secure further Christian fellowship in the out-of-doors under the competent and 
devoted leaders of young people; 

j. Of the Zion Society for Israel which is doing and has done for more than 
a half century the Christ-directed work in bringing the Christian Gospel to the 
people of Israel at large Jewish centers in America; 

k. Of the Ebenezer Home for the Aged, which in this part of the country has 
ministered so unselfishly to the aged in need of material and spiritual sustenance; 

1. Of the United Temperance Movement that succeeded in uniting the divided 
temperance forces in our state to do battle and take the offensive against the 
organized and intrenched forces of the liquor traffic, thus becoming the medium 
“hrough which the Christians and the anti-saloon people can battle valiantly and 
successfully to liberate our people from the liquor bondage 


Pensions 


11. The district notes with satisfaction that about one-half of the pastors and 
congregations in the district have joined the Amended Pension Plan thus far. 
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We recognize the plendid service rendered by the Rev. A. E. Iverson and his 
office and the Pension Board in furthering and establishing this pension plan 
among us. We recommend that at this convention a District Pension Committee 
of five men consisting of two pastors and three laymen be elected to speed the 
process of bringing all pastors and congregations into the Pension Plan, in 
order that we may reach 100% enrollment as soon as possible, 


War-imprisoned Missionaries 

12. We as a district wish to incorporate the words of Dr. Kleven regarding 
our war-imprisoned missionaries from his message for our adoption, as follows: 

“Continuous anxiety weights the hearts of parents and relatives for dear ones 
held captive in the Philippines. Although there is the comfort of Christian 
resignation and faith, we so readily understand the tender concern of our com- 
mon affections, As a church, too, we sympathize and bring these young men 
and women of ours in petitions to the Throne of Grace. In some way we shall 
find out God’s purpose even in this—We would ask that a period of special 
prayers for the captive missionaries and for all our missionaries, be set aside 
at the present convention.” 

Necrology 

13. During the past year the final summons has come to a large group of 
men and women in our district 

We thank God for everything He gave us through these co-workers in His 
vineyard, and pray that He may bless to us the memory of their Fellowship 
in His service.

DISTRICT HOME MISSION COMMITTEE REPORT 


Our gracious Lord has again permitted us to complete another year as a 
committee concerned with the Home Mission problems of the So. Minn. District. 
We have looked to Him for guidance and wisdom. We have tried to do our 
best. God forgive us that we have not done better. 

The members of the committee consist of Dr. Nils Kleven, Superintendent; 
Pastor C. P. Rasmussen, Chairman; Pastor Adolph Egge, Mr. G. T. Lee, Mr. 
Heber Kjaglien, Vice Chairman, and Pastor R. O. Aga, Secretary. Dr. O. S. 
Reigstad, member of the General Home Mission Board has attended our regular 
meetings also, and we are grateful for the mature guidance he has furnished con- 
cerning many of our problems. 

Chairman, Rev. A. M. Nelson, moved to California leaving a vacancy to be 
filled. Supt. Kleven appointed Pastor Egge of Dennison to fill his unexpired 
term. 

Mr. Chas. Nasby has often met with our committee and few of us realize the 
splendid work he is doing in handling, among so many other things, the Church 
Extension accounts. i 

Early in the year it was decided to leave the selection and preemption of 
new fields in the hands of Dr. Kleven and the Executive Committee. Several 
new fields were visited, such as that around Richfield Town, Cedar Avenue to 
23rd St., and 66th and 63rd St. South. Also a district bounded by the Shakopee 
Road, Nicollet Avenue or Portland South. Still another near the Drive off Lyn- 
dale Ave. South. ; 

We shall not need to wait until the war is over to get cooperation among 
the different Lutheran bodies regarding Home Mission work. This work of 
cooperation has been going on for some time. A joint committee has been ap- 
pointed by the Inter-Synodical Board. This executive committee was to make 
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a survey and analysis of all prospective fields in the Twin Cities. We, as a 
Committee, are then guided by the representatives of the different Lutheran 
bodies in the new fields to be established. 

Pastors from sections in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and the Dakotas requested 
a Directory of the Lutheran Churches in the Twin Cities that these in turn 
might be given over to their members doing defense work in the Twin City 
area. This work was taken care of. 

We have reason to believe that the pastors of our home mission fields have 
been doing their work in a prayerful and conscientious manner. We are grate- 
ful to these consecrated servants. Pastor Berg resigned from the Lakefield and 
Oak Crest charge and this has been taken care of for the time being by Students 
Falde and Ramseth. Rev. O. G. Juul has again been prevailed upon by the con- 
gregation at Hancock to serve them and has been so doing for several months. 

The salary of Home Mission pastors has been set at a minimum of $1,800.00 
without parsonage. 

We are happy to report the Ortonville charge has become self-supporting the 
past year, and we wish to acknowledge the splendid work done out there by 
Pastor Schmidt and those faithful pastors before his time as well as the hard 
working congregation. This is one of the special joys of the Home Mission 
Committee when a charge becomes self-supporting. 

In regard to the Pension Fund, it became a policy of the Home Mission 
Committee to ask all congregations receiving home mission aid to assume pay- 
ment to the Pension Fund on the basis of the whole percentage of the pastor’s 
total salary. 

Pastor Langemo resigned from the St. Anthony Park congregation to enter 
the Chaplaincy. 

At our last meeting Dr. Kleven said it had long been his dream that a 
number of fields in the Twin City area might be preempted for our church and 
that these fields in turn be served by some of our congregations which are self- 
supporting. Such a congregation to be known at a "Mother Church.” For in- 
stance, in the territory from Wood Lake beyond Penn Avenue South, approxi- 
mately five miles out, which has been served by the U. L. C. church, but at the 
suggestion of Dr. Gerberding we were invited to take over the work in that 
place. Another example of the cooperation in Home Mission work that is going 
on now and has been for some time between the different synods representing 
the Lutheran faith. 

May we ask for your continued prayers and helpful suggestions in this great 
work. Naturally, due to war conditions, the work must necessarily be curtailed 
in some respects,

Twenty-seventh Annual Convention—Iowa District, N. L. C. A.

Mason City, Iowa 
May 14, 1943 
To the Iowa District in Convention assembled: 

You have elected me to serve as your president for another term of six years. 
I accept the trust. I do so with the definite consciousness that this will be my 
last term. When this new term expires, I shall have passed my seventieth mile- 
stone. I am conscious of having fallen short in many things. But I have sought 
to know God's will and to be guided by it. And I shall continue to ask God to 
make me faithful. I trust my daily prayer shall be, "Lord, what wouldst Thou 
have me do?” 

I have always thanked God that the president's office came to me absolutely 
unsought. Because it did, I have been able to cling to the conviction that God 
had called me to the office. And I have needed the strength that has come 
through this conviction. 

I have been your president for nine years. During these years I have not 
been able to get away from a dertain sense of being hampered and handicapped 
by a more or less negative attitude on the part of not a few. Perhaps it has been 
more toward the church’s organizational set-up than toward me personally. But 
this more or less negative attitude has made it difficult to render the district 
and the church the service I have been eager to give, 

Some years ago the church in general convention discussed the advisability of 
changing its organizational plan. But after much discussion, it was by a large 
majority vote decided to retain our present form of organization, including the 
division into districts, and including full-time district presidents. That being the 
case, should we not expect every member of the church to forget the fact that 
he might have disagreed with the majority, to accept the majority decision, and 
give his loyal cooperation to all who, by virtue of the church’s expressed will, 
have been placed in positions of trust among us? 

During the years that I may still be permitted to serve as your president, is 
it too much if I ask for the whole-hearted cooperation of all of you? I am not 
asking you to refrain from criticism. Come to me frankly and openly with your 
criticisms when you think I am wrong. Help me with brotherly suggestions when 
you think I need them. But give me your sincere cooperation, not for my sake, 
but for the sake of the church and our Lord’s cause

C. COMMITTEE REPORTS 
THE REPORT OF THE CONVENTION COMMITTEE 


The Convention Committee of the South Dakota District Convention con- 
sisting of Rev. O. A. Syverson, Chairman; Rev. A. P. Tideman, Secretary; 
Delegate A. I. Isakson, Delegate H. M. Sterud, and Rev. B. R. Biorn submits 
the following report: 

1. It is fitting that we give thanks to God for His manifest. mercies to us 
through the past years. He has poured out His blessings upon us without restraint, 
even though we have not deserved them. 

2. We are faced with a very tragic world situation today. More and more of 
our youth are leaving the home congregations to enter the service of our country 
until now perhaps 10% of the constituency of our congregations is involved. We 
are glad to note that these absentee members of the churches are not being for- 
gotten. We urge that every effort be made to continue and foster their interest 
in the work of the church. We remember that many of our congregations have 
sacrificed their pastors for the duration that they might serve as chaplains. 

3. The general impression is abroad that our congregations have responded 
nobly to the appeal for Lutheran World Action. We remember, however, that it 
rests on every congregation to complete its quota. We should also keep in mind 
that Lutheran World Action is a very worthy object for other gifts, including 
In Memoriams. 

4. We have been forcibly reminded during this convention that the ultimate 
cause of war is SIN. We should not think only of the guilt of others but as Peter 
says, repentance should begin at the House of God. Repentance for individual, 
social, communal and national sins is in order also for God’s people, not only 
because we are members of the state but also because we are members of the 
church. Then and then only will God give us a just and lasting peace. 

5. This is our Centennial Year, the time when all the Centennial pledges were 
to have been paid in full. All congregations should commemorate the Centennial 
with appropriate ceremonies this fall. The giving of thanks and the payment of 
pledges are both emphasized in this Bible passage: “I will sacrifice unto thee

with the voice of thanksgiving; I will pay that which I have vowed. Salvation is 
of the Lord.” Jonah 2:9. ; å 

6. Faith in Action must continue after the Centennial year has passed. Our 
church must be missionary-minded in the century to come. We must continue 
to pray for the Holy Spirit that the gathering in of the lost might have renewed 
emphasis among us. 3 : 

7. We are grateful to God that the foreign mission work has gone on without 
interruption in South Africa and Madagascar. We also note that the missionaries 
in China are continuing their faithful work in spite of the hazards and difficulties 
of the war raging back and forth across our field. * : - 

We believe that the project called China Relief is a God-given opportunity to 
alleviate physical needs of the Chinese. If we make use of this opportunity we 
shall find open hearts to receive the Gospel later. : ‘ 

We commend the Foreign Mission Board to the Wisdom of God with regard 
to decisions to be made relative to the mission field in South America. ; 

8. We commend Dr. Pierson for his interest in and emphasis on Home Mis- 
sions. (a) Because of improved economic conditions we trust that many congre- 
gations will become self-supporting. (b) Suggestions: Reallignment of old 
N. L. C. A. and American Lutheran Conf. (c) We are grateful for progress of the 
Pierre Project and urge continued support. 

9. Education: 

A. Higher Christian Education: Our Christian colleges face a serious crisis 
today, therefore we urge continued support through prayers, recruiting of stu- 
dents and gifts. We urge the support of Augustana Academy. 

B. Parish Education: Because of juvenile delinquency and for the building 
of the Kingdom we urge special efforts in Christian training in the home, Sunday 
School, vacation Bible School and week-day school on released public school time. 

10, Charities: 

We commend the faithful workers at our charitable institutions for service 
rendered. We urge the support of this work through the budget, memorial gifts, 
and contributions of food, clothing and the like. 

11. Pensions: 

We respectfully urge all congregations and pastors in the district to join in 
the New Pension Plan. 

12. Pastor’s Salaries: 

We earnestly urge all delegates to bring before their local congregations the 
paragraph on pastor’s salaries from the district president’s report on page 48. 
(Annual Report, 1943, Part I.) 

13. Budget: 

We note with gratitude the increase in budget contributions from year to 
year, now approaching 100 per cent. Since this is our Centennial Year and we 
are substantially ahead of last year we strongly urge that every congregation 
raise or exceed their apportionment. 

14. Clergy Applications: 

We recommend for membership in the clergy of the N. L. C. A. the following 
whose applications have been received: Obed Vold, called to Bethany Lutheran 
Church, Fairview, S. Dak., and Grand Valley Lutheran Church near Canton 
S. Dak., and Engebret O. Midboe, called to Bergen Lutheran Church, Skudesness 
Lutheran Church, Pierpont, S. Dak., Falness Lutheran Church, Langford, S. Dak. 

15. Necrology: 

We extend our sincere sympathy to the friends and relatives who mourn the 
loss of the following: Rev. Christian Findahl, Rev. I. H. Hinderaker, Rev. N. S. 
Thorlakson, Rev. A. M. Peterson, and Mrs. Paul H. Tetlie.

Home Mission Committee Report to the District Convention Held at 
Brookings, $. Dak., June 3-6, 1943 
Grace and Peace: 

"I must work the works of him that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh 
when no man can work.” John 9:4. 

_ These are the words of Jesus as He stood in the presence of the man born 
blind. Realizing the darkness in the world He looked with pity on the unfortunate 
man. The cure of his blindness was made available for him as Jesus anointed 
his eyes with the spittle made by the hand of Jesus, and the words of Jesus com- 
manding him to go and wash in the pool of Siloam. The man born blind obeyed 
and was blessed with physical eyesight and spiritual as well. 

Certainly the world today is groping around for something to which it may 

look for guidance as dark clouds hang low. As of yore the cure for blindness 
is the same. Jesus stands with outstretched arms offering help, and help is given 
where it is sought. 

In our home mission work there are many problems due to the many changing 
conditions about us. You are as familiar as we with the moving about of our 
people from one area to another, and the induction of many of our men and 
women into the armed forces and defense work. Our work in this period remains 
static with few changes, consolidations of parishes, etc. For this present fiscal 
year appropriations for aid to some parishes have been increased! due to the 
rise in the cost of living and maintenance of transportation. The only parish 
which is not receiving aid this year, which was included last year is the Denver 
parish. The mission work conducted on the West Side at Sioux Falls has been 
discontinued, there being a lack of interest on the part of those to whom this 
Mission was ministering, and the constant changes in the constituency. 

Only one regularly called meeting was held, that being January 26th, 1943, 
at Sioux Falls. During the year the District President, who is our Home Mission 
Superintendent, held conferences with members of the committee as it affected 
the areas assigned the members of the committee. 

Your committee has prayerfully tried to serve the Lord of the harvest and 
His Church.

Hersrud, Rev. Ole M. Odland, secretary. One vacancy occurred when Rev. H. B. 
Bestul moved from our district.

From a small beginning it 
has grown into a mighty church body numbering over a half million souls. God 
has done great things for us. God has richly blessed us as a church. The means 
of grace have been effectual implements through which He has pointed out 
the way that leads to happiness and glory forever. May it be as true of us as 
it was of our pioneer church, that the “Faith of Our Fathers Living Still,’ can 
be said of us who live in the twentieth century. 

b. Our Home Mission work has been effective. This means God has made 
Himself known to many. It is the stern duty of the church to do everything 
possible to disseminate the living seed of the Word of God, in Sunday school, 
in Bible school, in home and everywhere. 

c. The Book Mission and its work is commended and its work supported. 

d. The work of the Cour d’Alene Homes under the able leadership of the 
Rev. Chr. S. Thompson and directors is greatly appreciated. 

e. The Pension Plan is being heartily approved and accepted by many pas- 
tors and congregations. More are encouraged to consider this important work. 

f. The work of the Church Extension with its aid-fund has and is doing a 
mighty work. : Å , 

g. Faith in Action must ever continue as the life-nerve in all our church work. 
We must be saved through faith in Jesus Christ, and yet let us show our love 
to Him by serving Him in deed and truth. 
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h. The budget ingathering has been encouraging. “Freely ye have received, 
freely give.” . 

i. We are grateful for higher education; for our schools and our colleges and 
their influence in the important development of intellectual and spiritual con- 
sciousness. ; 

j. We must continue to give foreign missions our interest, prayer and support. 
Many of the mission fields have been visited by the white heat of war. Naturally 
such disturbances will have a tendency to disrupt the work. In view of this it 
becomes important that we share with these afflicted people; that we, the 
Mother Church here at home, may bring them the consolation of God's Word, 
in prayer and in giving to the great work of the Kingdom of God.

COMMITTEE NO. 1 


The committee offers the following recommendations: 

I. In grateful recognition of God's continued and sustaining grace, throughout 
the past 100 years, we heartily urge the membership of our churches in the district 
to put forth every effort in bringing the Centennial in its various phases to a 
successful conclusion. In order that this may be done every congregation is urged 
to do its utmost to see that all the centennial pledges be paid. 

II, The budget of our church must have our most earnest consideration and 
every pastor with his congregation is urged to put forth every effort to raise their 
allotted budget. In this same connection the Lutheran World Action which in- 
cludes our needy orphaned missions, must have our most earnest solicitation. 
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Every congregation should and must have a part in this very important and 
necessary work. 

III. In view of the existing conditions on the west coast it is urged that a 
more determined and aggressive home mission program be prosecuted by our 
district and church at large. In this connection it is urged that steps be taken 
to secure the services of two or three home missionaries to conduct surveys under 
the direction and supervision of the District President and Home Mission Com- 
mittee. It is further suggested that our District President, in view of his multi- 
plied duties and in order to save greatly of his time, we heartily endorse the 
purchasing of a dictaphone for the office of the District President, or he be 
empowered to engage any other necessary help. 

IV. The Amended Pension Plan of our church should receive approval of 
every congregation and pastor in the district. The congregations that have not 
adopted the pension plan are urged to do so at their earliest opportunity. 

V. The Student Service Department of the American Lutheran Conference, 
of which our own pastor, Rev. F. Schiotz, is the Executive Secretary, shauld 
have our wholehearted support, especially in the localities not only of our own 
schools, but at our State Universities and Colleges. In accordance with the request 
of the Executive Secretary be it resolved that the District President appoint a 
student service committee to work in conjunction with the Executive Secretary, 
Rev. Schiotz. 

VI. We would heartily and sincerly endorse renewed and reconsecrated sup- 
port to Pacific Lutheran College, our Lutheran College of the American Lutheran 
Conference on the west coast. We would go on record as a district to pledge to 
the new leader and president, Rev. Dr. S. C. Eastvold, our continued, earnest 
prayers, and loyal and devoted cooperation for the institution and its leadership. 

VII. In view of the general practice and policy of the N. L. C. A. we suggest 
that the convention take no definite action regarding the question of women 
delegates and representation at the Pacific District Conventions.

13. Express sincere appreciation to the Augustana Synod and the American 
Lutheran Church for the generous support which they have given to Pacific 
Lutheran College. 

14. Work with uncompromising zeal to hasten the day when the Lutheran 
Church will be firmly united on the basis of the Word of God, speaking with 
power and authority, and with undivided voice, bearing witness to the truth, the 
Saving grace of God.

Be it hereby resolved that we, the Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, in Convention assembled, at Ballard First Lutheran Church,

The following points were decided upon: 

1. That the arrangements for offerings for the District Parsonage shall be 
started immediately. å å 

2. That this District Committee shall provide publicity material and offering 
envelopes for distribution in the congregations. ) 

3. That each circuit representative on this committee shall be responsible for 
the ingathering of these funds in his respective circuit. 

4. That, since the quality of the parsonage will depend upon the amount of the 
gifts received, we therefore suggest that each congregation plan its share to be 
from 30 to 40 per cent of its synodical budget in order that a comfortable home 
may be provided for our District President. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF PACIFIC LUTHERAN 
COLLE GE—1943 

“Though He slay me, yet will I trust in Him.” (Job 13, 15). KE 

This testimony of Job, sorely tried, surely finds an echo in many a Christian 
heart in these days of bloodshed, death, and constant threat of calamity. Yet we 
know that “all things work together for good to them that love God (Rom. 
8, 28), and that we are called of Him to spread this testimony. _ 

The war and its psychological consequences have, of course, brought far- 
reaching changes also at Pacific Lutheran College. The educational program has 
been progressively streamlined, and the end is not yet. The enrollment for the 
year is almost a hundred less than last year’s (455 as compared with 551), and 
the through-the-year attendance is much less, being barely above 200 at this 
date. Thirteen of last year’s staff members are no longer at the College: 
Librarian John U. Xavier (retired), Dean Philip E. Hauge (on leave, now a 
major in the Air Corps of the Army), Coach Clifford O. Olson (first at Fort 
Lewis, now in the shipyards), Business Manager F. E. Theodore Nelsson (re- 
signed Jan. 2, 1943, and now an auditor in the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion), Dr. Harold J. Leraas (teaching biology and chemistry at Luther College, 
Decorah, Iowa), High School Principal Arling G. Sannerud (in the shipyards), 
Dean of Men Theodore O. H. Karl (in work related to defense at Los Angeles), 
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Classics Teacher Lowell J. Satre (on leave, enrolled at Luther Theological Semi- 
nary), Physical Education Teacher Eugene W. Caddey (on leave, in the Army), 
Voice Teacher Gudrun Ness Ronning (home-maker), Development Association 
Secretary Donald B. Gilbertson (in the shipyards), College Physician Paul E. 
Bondo (in the Navy), and the Secretary to the President, Miss Alma Stolee, 
(now in Vancouver, Washington). The Director of Physical Education for 
Women, Mrs. Rhoda Hokenstad Young, was also out of the set-up from August 
1, 1942, to April 5, 1943. Miss Alice Colyar served in Miss Young’s place up to 
April 2, 1943, when she resigned on account of her father's ill health. Mr. Glen 
G. Peelman, Mr. Karl's successor as Teacher of Speech, resigned on December 
29, 1942, because of his own ill health. In addition to all these, the shipyards have 
been sharing with the College in varying extent the time of the following 
teachers: Rev. Anders W. Ramstad, chemistry; Mr. Michel N. Franck, political 
science; Mr. Elvin M. Akre, history and languages; Mr. Gunnar J. Malmin, 
music; Dr. Olaf M. Jordahl, physics and mathematics, and Mr. Philip G. Strombo 
and Mr. Clarence A. Barofsky, physical education men. 

New at the College this year are (besides Miss Colyar, Mr. Peelman, Mr. 
Strombo, and, offcially, Mr. Barofsky) Dean of Men Walter C. Schnackenberg, 
Dr. Alexander V. Arlton, biology, and, on a part-time basis, Miss May F. Crosno, 
history and languages, Mr. Paul K. Preus, sciences, and Mrs. Mabel Metz Dilts, 
voice. Mr. Karl E. Weiss is serving as Director of Music, and Mr. Ludvig Lar- 
son, former Business Manager, took Mr. Nelsson's place again last January. Dr. 
Harold G. Ronning is serving as Acting Dean and Registrar and has been named 
Dean of Education for next year. Mr. Edvin Tingelstad is Principal of the 
High School, Mr. Ole J. Stuen Acting Librarian (named Librarian for next 
year), Miss Dora A. Berg, secretary of the Faculty, and Miss Ivy C. Quale, Sec- 
retary to the President. 

On January 27, 1943, a combination of circumstances almost wholly beyond 

his control caused the President of the College to recommend to the Board of 
Trustees the selection of a committee to canvass the field for a successor accept- 
able to the proper ecclesiastical and educational authorities. On March 1 the 
committee, consisting of Rev. H. L. Foss, Rev. L. Ludwig, and Mr. A. A. Myk- 
land, reported that the members of the committee had agreed upon a nomination; 
the President of the College offered his resignation the same day, and the Board 
accepted the resignation in special meeting on March 10. Dr. Seth Clarence 
Eastvold, pastor of First Lutheran Church, Eau Claire, Wisconsin, has accepted 
the call to become President of Pacific Lutheran College on July 1, 1943. He is 
a strong personality, has a constructive record of achievement in the Church, and 
comes with the official endorsement of the highest authorities in the three 
synods that cooperate in the financial support of Pacific Lutheran College. 
_ On April 28, 1943, Rev. Mikkel Lono, Vice President in charge of congrega- 
tional field service, resigned as Director of the Golden Jubilee Campaign and 
obtained an indefinite leave of absence from the vice-presidency, this arrange- 
ment also becoming effective on July 1, 1943. 

In spite of this turnover in personnel, the past year has been one of signifi- 
cant achievements. In the matter of accreditation, for example, the Washington 
State Board of Education, on June 19, 1942, gave the College unqualified approval 
as “a four-year teacher-training institution to prepare teachers for the elementary 
schools.” In the matter of regional accreditation at the hands of the Northwest 
Association of Secondary and Higher Schools, the application of the College 
was well received last fall, but a misunderstanding in regard to the time for the 
necessary inspection caused action to go over for a year; the inspection, first 
postponed until April 14, 1943, was again postponed until the first week of next 
October in order that the policies of the new administration may first be ascer- 
tained. The Golden Jubilee Campaign has well passed the halfway mark and 
can undoubtedly be carried through to full success by October, 1944, in spite 
of war-time difficulties of travel. It is well to remember in this connection that 
the objectives of the Campaign were set up by accreditation needs, and that 
the State Board, on the recommendation of its inspection committee, last June 
adopted the suggestion that “an additional inspection be made on or before 
June 1, 1945, for the purpose of insuring further progress on the part of the 


College toward those goals which it has set for itself,” namely, in the Golden 
Jubilee Campaign. 
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Most significant was the action of the College Board of Trustees, on August 
20, 1942, in unanimously adopting, with fourteen of the seventeen trustees present 
and with all fourteen voting, a resolution establishing four-year liberal arts col- 
lege status for Pacific Lutheran College as of September, 1942. (The resolution 
is printed in full in last year's August BULLETIN.) In consequence, the Col- 
lege will for the first time in history grant the B.A. degree in its College of 
Liberal Arts this spring. (In its College of Education the College granted its 
first B.A. degrees in 1940.) The action of last August was taken too late, how- 
ever, to retain some of last year's men students; on the other hand, it did enable 
the College to keep faith with the military forces of our country, with the result 
that the Navy, in particular, has kept a group of its enlisted reserve at the 
College through the whole year, and the Army through the first semester and, 
in some cases, beyond. 

As forecast earlier, the High School Division has attracted a larger number 
of ‘teen-age students on account of the war, with the result that the enrollment 
in this Division has reached a total of 61 as compared with 35 the year before. 
The Board of Trustees, in view of authority granted it by the College corpora- 
tion in this matter in 1941, on April 28, 1943, voted to continue the High School 
Division through the coming year. This action is in harmony with the original 
plan of the founders of “Pacific Lutheran University” “to have children enter in 
kindergarten and graduate from a real university” under Christian auspices and 
Christian influences throughout. The vision of the pioneer founders deserves 
careful study in the preparation of the celebration of the Golden Jubilee in 
October, 1944. 

Pacific Lutheran College is weathering the crisis brought on by the war, 
but the immediate future demands unremitting loyalty, vigilance, and courage, 
and, above all, the sustaining power of Christian faith. There will be need of 
much intercessory prayer for the College and its personnel, that trust in the 
Lord may not falter in war, and that the needed support in its various forms 
may not be lacking. The President will be new; the Vice President will be 
absent; neither Mr. Larson nor Mr. Nelsson will be available for the position 
of Business Manager; field service will be an uncertainty; the Golden Jubilee 
Campaign will be interrupted; the accredited status of the College will be in 
jeopardy; and the tongues of the ill-informed will have their day and say. But 
God will be ready to hear the prayers of His people and to sustain His faithful 
servants. If the unbelief of the people be not too great, He will continue to work 
miracles of grace among us who are privileged to face our Christian respon- 
sibility in “the land of the future.” 

The matters that come before this convention for action include the following: 

1. The election or re-election of six trustees, to-wit: three to represent the 
Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, one to represent 
the Northwestern District of the American Lutheran Church, one to represent 
the Columbia Conference of the Augustana Synod, and one to represent the 
Pacific Lutheran College Alumni Association. The trustees whose terms expire 
this year, in the above order, are Mr. N. N. Hageness, Rev. Alf M. Kraabel (who 
resigned last November to enter the chaplaincy and for whom Rev. H. L. Foss 
has substituted as a voting member and as President of the Board since Novem- 
ber), Rev. L. Rasmussen, Rev. E. C. Knoor, Rev. Elmer M. Johnson, and Mr. 
John Tenwick. To succeed the last-named the Alumni Association has selected 
Mr. Morris Ford, of Parkland, Washington; to succeed Rev. Elmer M. Johnson 
the Columbia Conference has renominated (re-elected) him; and to succeed 
Rev. E. C. Knorr the Northwestern District submits the selection of Rev. E. C. 
Knorr for re-election. 

2. The election of a trustee to fill the unexpired term of Rev. O. S. Gudmun- 
sen, who entered the chaplaincy last December. The term expires in 1944, and 
the Board of Trustees has named Rev. M. J. K. Fuhr to fill Rev. Gudmunsen’s 
place till the Corporation meets and takes action. og 

3. The election or re-election of the members of the Board of Visitors. 

4. The election or re-election of the Auditing Committee. 

5. The recognition of the war-time status and service of the College (Dr. 
O. M. Jordahl, liaison officer), the changes in personnel, and the passing of 
dear friends, like Dr. L. C. Foss, Dr. L. W. Boe, and others. 

The closing of the school year has been set for Sunday, June 6, with Rev. 
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N. B. Thorpe, College pastor, as baccalaureate preacher in the morning, and 
the President of the College as commencement speaker at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, by invitation of the Faculty and the Board of Trustees. The candidates for 
graduation in 1943 number 52, distributed as follows: 6 candidates for the B.A. 
degree in the College of Liberal Arts, and 28 in the College of Education; 8 
candidates from the three-year Normal, and 10 from the Senior High School. 
The Summer Session opens June 16, with Dr. Harold G. Ronning as Director.

Pastor’s Salaries 


Salaries of pastors in this District have generally been too low. The in- 
creasing cost of living has, therefore, made it difficult for some of our men to 
live and do their work. It is pleasing to note that several charges have raised the 
salaries of their pastors in a substantial way. I mention Preeceville, Birch Hills, 
Viking and Wetaskiwin. There are doubtless others, but these are the ones that 
have come to my attention. 


Necessity of Increased Self-Support 


The fields are white unto harvest. It is distressing to visit one field after 
another, where we have responsibility for the work of the Lord, without being 
able to do anything about it. This is due, in the first place, to the shortage of 
workers, but also to the fact that much of the money we have for mission work 
is tied up in congregations that are from thirty to forty years old. 

The appropriation voted to us by the Board of Home Missions is much 
larger than it has been for many years. It is also a good deal larger than that 
of any other district. It cannot be increased. The only way we can extend our 
work is by increasing self-support. From now on this is also the only way the 
salaries of pastors can be increased, where they are still inadequate. 

It is gratifying to note that Rev. K. A. Knutson’s charge at Cabri, Sask., has 
become self-supporting during the past year. We commend Pastor Knutson for 
his efficient work, also for his faith and courage.

C. COMMITTEE REPORTS 
WORKING COMMITTEE’S REPORTS 
I. The Centennial 


1. Inasmuch as this is our centennial year, we desire first of all to render 
thanks to God Almighty for the privilege and opportunity we have had as a 
church these hundred years to work in His Kingdom. In spite of our failures 
and shortcomings in many ways God has blessed our humble efforts. Therefore 
we have reason to praise and glorify His Holy Name! ‘ 

2. Whereas a united thanksgiving and memorial celebration for our entire 
church of the one hundredth anniversary of organized work among our Nor- 
wegian Lutheran people in America cannot be held this year, be it resolved 
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that special centennial celebrations be arranged if possible in each congregation 
or parish on October 24th of this year throughout the district as recommended, 
and that at least one session of the fall circuit meeting be set aside for the same 
purpose, and as far as possible make this a combined session of all the organi- 
zations within our church. 

3. We pledge ourselves to put forth our best efforts to collect the amount 
remaining in unpaid pledges, $12,582.13. We also pledge to do all in our power 
to approach personally all who have not yet been asked to have a part in the 
Centennial Thankoffering. 


II. Foreign and Home Missions 


Whereas we this year celebrate the centennial of the first missionary sent out 
from Norway to Africa, it should not only fill our hearts with gratitude to God 
for these efforts of our fathers, but it should serve as a special incentive among 
us to be more zealous in fulfilling Christ's command in going into all the world 
with the glad tidings. 

It is with satisfaction we learn that preliminary steps have been taken by our 
church to extend our mission work to South America and “enlarge our tent” in 
the Home Mission field in sending a missionary to the Alaska Highway. 

We urge our people to stand whole-heartedly back of our church in its 
mission program. “Behold, I have set before thee an open door and no man 
can shut it.” This is a challenge to us as individuals and as a church. 


III. Our War Effort 


1. Believing that our Lutheran church has a real contribution to make in the 
affairs of our nation we resolve to pray for our country, its allies, and its enemies. 
We resolve to work and pray that victory over evil in the present war will soon 
come. We resolve as a church to seek an active part in the establishing of a just 
peace at the close of this conflict, and that the church have a word of counsel 
in the rebuilding of home and community life. 

2. Knowing that the greatest service the church can render in the war effort 
is in the spiritual field; and in order that there be no lack of workers here, we 
instruct the committee on admission to the Seminary, Dr. J. R. Lavik and Dr. 
Iver Iversen, to designate as candidates for the ministry such young men as in 
their judgment meet the requirements of the church. Such designation may be 
made while these men are taking courses preparatory to entering the Seminary. 


IV. Our Schools 


We are thankful to God for our schools. (The Lutheran Seminary, Saskatoon 
The Bible Schools at Camrose, Alberta, and Outlook, Sask.: and Camrose Lu- 
theran College.) We commend the good work these institutions have been able 
to do, even in these difficult times. They all need our support and prayers in the 


days to come. 
V. Lay Workers

we recommend that each circuit recruit suitable lay members for the work within 
the circuit. 

VI. Evangelistic Work 

Considerable work has been done by the District Committee to secure evan- 
gelists to work in our district these last years, but some of the evangelists could 
stay with us for only a short time. 

And inasmuch as there is quite a demand for evangelistic work in our dis- 
trict, and somewhat difficult to secure such workers for a longer time, Therefore 
be it resolved, that we, as a district, petition our general Home Mission Board to 
kindly let us have the use of one of our evangelists for a year. 

We recommend that a District Committee on Evangelistic Work be elected 
for a two-year term. Besides this, we would urge each circuit also to elect an 
evangelistic committee to work in conjunction with the district committee. 


VII. Old People’s Home 


We as church people in Canada district shall follow the example of Jesus, to 
heal the sick, and help the poor. The old people among us need this aid. lose 
who have been along since pioneer days, built homes for themselves and their 
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families, are worn in body and mind. Many have been along to organize congrega- 
tions and build churches. Now they need bodily and spiritual help, therefore a 
good and pleasant home is really needed. 

The committee commends the work of the Board of Charities in raising funds 
for a new building for an Old People’s Home and recommends that a more in- 
tensive drive be made throughout our district at this time to increase this fund. 


VIII. Pastors’ Salaries 


As referred to in the District President’s report, it is to be regretted that, in 
these times of higher cost of living, many of our pastors have to struggle along 
on very small salaries. 

We appreciate that some parishes or individual congregations have increased 
the pastor’s salary lately. That is fine and commendable. 

But of those who have not done this as yet, we would kindly ask that this 
important problem be taken up for consideration soon. 


IX. Pension Plan 


We recommend that the district comply with the request of the Pension 
Board of the church, that a committee of five be elected to speed the process of 
bringing all pastors and congregations into the Pension Plan. 


X. Application for Membership 
1, We recommend, that Mount Olive Ev. Lutheran Congregation, Eldersley, 
Sask., be received into membership of our district. 
2. Regarding Dovre Ev. Lutheran congregation, Rose Valley, Sask., we recom- 
mend, that this congregation be accepted into membership of our district, when 
they, as promised, have changed Article III, paragraph 3, in their constitution. 


Resolutions of Committee for Parish Education 

Be it resolved that: 

1. We thank God for the privilege of serving Him among the children. 

2. We express our appreciation to the Sunday School and parochial school 
teachers of our district for their faithful efforts in our Sunday Schools and 
Vacation Schools. _ 

3. We express our appreciation to the Education Office of our church for its 
maintenance of the school aid fund which has done much for the support of parish 
education; and also to the Norwegian Lutheran Teachers’ Association. We urge 
our people, both as congregations and individuals, to support these organizations 
in their work. 

4. We encourage our young people to attend our Bible Institutes, Bible Camps, 
and Christian Colleges in order to better qualify as Sunday School teachers and 
workers in all phases of Christian Education. pe 

5. That we appeal to our congregations to assume greater responsibility for 
the Christian education of those in outlying parts of their parish. 

6. That we appeal to our Christian men to take a more active part in all 
phases of Christian education. 

7. That the importance of memory work be stressed in Sunday School. 

8. That in our Lutheran radio broadcasts special programs be given every 
year to stress the importance of Christian education both in the homes, and in 
the Sunday school and parochial schools.

LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY OF THE NORWEGIAN 
LUTHERAN CHURCH OF CANADA 
ANNUAL REPORT—1942-1943 

At the close of the school year of 1941-1942 the following five students were 
graduated as Candidates of Theology: Sigmund Bue, Erik B. R. Haave, Josef B. 
Haave, Lars Knudson and Marvin B. Odland. Shortly afterwards they were 
ordained to the holy ministry and are now serving as pastors of parishes in the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada. 
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At the opening of the present school year the following six new students 
were admitted to the Seminary: O. H. Haugen, S. T. Jacobson, L. E. McFarlane, 
H. W. Melby, O. H. Olsen and H. C. Severtson. Three of them took regular 
junior work; two took the first year of a combined course requiring four years for 
completion; and one took most of his work at the University in preparation for 
the theological course. H. G. Olsen, a member of the United Danish Lutheran 
Church, was enrolled in the junior class as a special student. 

We are thankful to God for this new group of students, for we believe that 
He sent them. We pray that He will bless their sojourn at the Seminary and 
truly prepare them for the high calling to which they have devoted themselves. 

The work at the Seminary progressed favorably during the year. The time 
and energy consumed by the required military drill placed to some extent limita- 
tions upon the work. This was due largely to the fact that the Seminary is 
located at a considerable distance from the University. There was also some 
sickness among the students, but nothing of a serious nature. 

We are glad to record the receipt of a very valuable gift from Dr. Martin A. 
Nordgaard, a graduate of St. Olaf College in the class of 1903, and at present 
a Professor at Upsala College, East Orange, N. J. He gave a total of $800.00, of 
which $500.00 was designated for the Student Aid Fund, and $300.00 to be used 
for buying $50.00 worth of theological books for each of the six graduates of the 
Seminary. His purpose with this latter provision was to encourage these men to 
continue their studies by helping them to secure the nucleus of a pastor’s work- 
ing library, the motivating conviction being that the church needs studious 
pastors. We are deeply grateful to Dr. Nordgaard for his generous gifts, and for 
his interest in, and appreciation of, the problems of the Seminary. 

During the past school year, from Oct. lst to April 25th, Luther Seminary and 
Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible Institute jointly assumed responsibility for a half- 
hour radio service every Sunday forenoon, 9:00-9:30 over Radio Station CFQC. 
We believed that we should make use of this opportunity to proclaim to all who 
would hear God’s saving word. These services met with much appreciation and 
generous support, so that sufficient funds came in to meet all obligations on time. 

Since no new students were admitted to the Seminary in the fall of 1940 we 
had no senior class this year, and consequently no graduates. Next year we 
expect to have two graduates. It seems that “for the duration” we shall have to 
reconcile ourselves to the probability that most of the young men who other- 
wise would have come to the Seminary will be absorbed by the military service 
of the country. 

However, the government has provided for deferment “at the discretion of the 
Board” of such young men as are designated by certain churches as candidates 
for the ministry. Our church comes under this provision, and it might be helpful 
if the convention of the church would formally authorize and instruct the Com- 
mittee on Admission to the Seminary to designate young men, who in their 
judgment meet the requirements of the church, as candidates for the ministry 
Such designation may be made while such young men are still taking the 
preparatory courses leading to the study of theology. = 

In this situation let us not fail to constantly look to Him who guides and 

overrules in the affairs of men, and to “pray the Lord of the harvest.” 
_ Just what the prospect for new students for the coming school year may be 
is difficult to say at present. I know of several who are planning on coming but 
in each case it is contingent upon various factors, among them the question of 
military service. 

In this connection I should mention that the Lutheran Fr 
arrangements for their theological students in Canada to get ther Cole 
Seminary. I believe they have one student in prospect for this fall. G 

In this present situation it is rather diffcult to arrange for th 
ing force. In view of his other duties, Dr. Iversen has beds ARE ET 
taking on a heavy load at the Seminary.

I am willing to carry a heavier load than I otherwise should, if that can help to 
tide us over until the situation clarifies. But, of course, Dr. Iversen’s services 
are indispensable to the Seminary. I hope the present arrangement can be con- 
tinued for the time being. 

_ When we a little later in the summer know more definitely what students we 
will have, I hope we can, in consultation with Dr. Aasgaard and the responsible 
Boards, find a solution that will serve for the coming year. 

I should add that our cooperative arrangement with the Lutheran College 
and Seminary is very helpful in the solution of our Seminary problems.

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In addition to exemptions from Interneship assignments granted in the regu- 
lar way on petitions, the Faculty, instructed by a joint meeting of members of 
the Church Council and of your Board with the Seminary Faculty, has invited 
an additional number of Middlers to return for their Senior year. Thus our 
Senior class in September will number 60 men. 

Our Middler class will also have approximately the same number. 

Under the effects of Selective Service the incoming Junior class will not 
exceed 30. 

Reorganization and recataloging of the Seminary Library is being carried on 
under the supervision of Prof. Karl Jacobsen, Librarian of Luther College at 
Decorah. Three out of each four weeks of his time are devoted to the Seminary 
books. 

During the past school year Dr. Robert Boyd has instructed the classes in 
Elementary Hebrew, and for the ensuing school year will have classes in Old 
Testament Exegesis with the Middlers. : 

Mr. Brings again this year has instructed in speech and Prof. Sircom in 
Church Music. Å

TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE N. L. C. Å: 


The academic year 1942-43 came to a close on Sunday, Ma; 30, when 143 
graduates were awarded degrees: 58 men and 85 women. Baccalaureate services 
were held Sunday morning. Dr. S. C. Eastvold, Eau Claire, Wisconsin, preached 
the baccalaureate sermon. At the commencement exercises Dr. Martin L. Cole, 
Dean of the College, Augustana College, Sioux Falls, South Dakota, delivered 
the commencement address. The following honorary degrees were conferred: Dr. 
Donald C. Balfour, director of the Mayo Foundation, Doctor of Laws; Dr. 
Henrietta Larson, associate professor of business history, graduate school of 
business administration at Harvard University, Doctor of Letters; Dr. Adolph 
M. Hanson of Faribault, now colonel in the army medical corps, Doctor of 
Science: and Mr. Arthur E. Thompson, superintendent of the Department of 
Public Instruction of North Dakota, Doctor of Laws. 


The registration for the first semester totaled 1,049: 496 men and 553 women. 
The second semester 419 men and 547 women registered, making a total of 966. 
The total registration for the year was 507 men and 573 women, totaling 1,080. 
During the second semester 141 men were called into the armed service of the 
country. 


Two members of the teaching force received commissions in the army and 
one was drafted; three members were commissioned in the navy. In addition, 
two of the regular members of the faculty are serving as chaplains. Nine are 
teaching in the navy unit at St. Olaf College. 


The United States Navy has established a pre-flight officers’ training unit 
of 600 cadets and 14 officers at the College. To accomodate this group, the Navy 
has leased the Old Main, Steensland Hall, Ytterboe Hall, all except the basement 
floor of Mohn Hall, and a portion of the facilities of the gymnasium. The College 
has full charge of the health service rendered the cadets. 


The regular work of the College as a liberal arts institution has been carried 
on in a very creditable manner in spite of the fact that we took over the Navy 
unit. This was made possible only through the willing spirit of cooperation on 
the part of faculty and students. 


The first summer session in the history of the College will be conducted this 
summer. Professor Norman Nordstrand, Dean of Men, is Director of the Summer 
Session. The opening date of the summer session is May 31. 


Two members of the teaching staff have completed work and received the 
Doctor of Philosophy degree: Hjalmar Lokensgard in the field of English and 
Wilhelm Erickson in the field of mathematics. Augustana College, Sioux Falls, 
conferred the honorary degree of Doctor of Theology upon Professor Theodore 
Huggenvik, the chairman of the Department of Religion. 

Our Department of Home Economics this year received accreditation by the 
State Department of Education according to standards set by the Federal Smith- 
Hughes Act. 

Death has claimed two members of our faculty during the year: President 


he Boe died December 27, 1942, and Professor Emeritus Olav Lee on May 22, 


On April 12 the Board of Trustees of the College extended a call to Dr. 
Clemens M. Granskou, President of Augustana College, Sioux Falls, to serve as 
president for the school year 1943-1944, and also decided to present his name 
at the next meeting of the N. L. C. A. for election as president ofl St. Olaf 


College for the full term of six years. Dr. Granskou has accepted the call and will 
take over his duties July 1. 


The student body has given support to the work of the church by contributing 
$1,500 to the various benevolences and church activities, in addition to $425 to 
Lutheran World Action. The Red. Cross campaign netted $970 from St. Olaf 
students, and a total of 360 pints of blood was received from St. Olaf students and 
faculty members by the Red Cross mobile unit. The sale of War Bonds and 
Stamps in the St. Olaf War Bond booth amounted to $1,500. The St. Olaf student 
body also contributed a $1,000 War Bond to the College. 


There has been a marked spiritual interest throughout the year on the part

CONCORDIA COLLEGE 
TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE 
NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA: 
Gentlemen: 

The fifty-second academic year of Concordia College closed with impressive 
graduation exercises, May 30 and 31. The baccalaureate sermon was preached by 
Reverend A. O. Nesset of Leeds, North Dakota, and the commencement address 
was delivered by Professor Richard Beck, Ph.D., of the University of North 
Dakota. The Bachelor of Arts degree was conferred upon eighty-three seniors, 
11 of this number graduating at mid-year. 

The global war which our country is waging against the forces of despotism 
and tyranny, has compelled the college to face many new problems and conditions. 
College men in large numbers have entered the armed services and Cobbers are 
now found in every part of the world where our flag has been planted. Many of 
our women are serving in the various civil or military branches of the govern- 
ment. A large percentage of these young recruits are now commissioned officers. 
Some have made the supreme sacrifice. May God comfort the bereaved loved ones 
and grant to all of us faith and strength for these trying times. 

While most institutions experienced a decided decrease in enrollment during 
the past year, Concordia maintained her attendance at normal levels. The total 
enrollment for the year was 519, exclusive of the summer session. We are grateful 
to the pastors and lay members of our congregations for the cooperation given our 
institution in directing young people to the college of their church. 

In February, the Manpower Commission selected Concordia College as a 
training institution for Army aviation cadets. The college contracted to house, 
mess and instruct 250 enlisted men. After the work had been carried on for a 
month, a new commanding officer demanded the use of accommodations for 
serving 500 cadets. To conceed to this request would have compelled the college 
to eliminate its services to civilian students. The faculty was unanimous in its 
opinion that the college owed its first obligation to the church. The request was, 
therefore, not granted and the cadets were evacuated about April 1. While this 
decision meant a financial sacrifice to the college in these times of uncertain en- 
rollments, we are convinced that a right decision was made. This experience 
clearly convinced us of the problems and difficulties connected with conducting a 
church college with a unit of the Armed Forces on the same campus. Church 
members have unanimously endorsed the decision of the faculty and we are con- 
vinced that their assistance will be given the college in maintaining an adequate 
enrollment. : ‘ ‘ 

During the past year the college has continued the ingathering of the Golden 
Jubilee Building Fund. $194,000 has been subscribed to date, with about one-third 
of the congregations still to be solicited. Reverend J. C. Wisnaes has been engaged 
to devote his entire time to the ingathering. We are confident that the goal will 
be reached when all reports are received. The first $100,000 of this fund is to be 
used to liquidate the bond issue on Fjelstad Hall. If sufficient funds are available, 
a physical education and a library building will be erected as soon as building 
operations can be resumed. We would encourage our church members to purchase 
defense bonds and contribute them to the building fund, thus promoting the work 
in the Kingdom and also supplying the needs of our country in a time of crisis. 
We wish to thank our many friends who are helping us to secure these needed 
buildings. : 

The war has necessitated many changes in courses and departments. At the 
request of the federal government, a commercial department and a department of 
Nursing Education have been introduced. Other courses, especially in the de- 
partments of natural and social Se have been readjusted to meet the needs 

rtime and the post-war periods. : 
of ee college Mer has been housed in the fireproof Fjelstad Hall and the 
former library building has been converted into a classroom and office building. 
Several permanent improvements were made in the college buildings in prepara- 
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tion for the aviation cadets, which are of significant value to the college program. 
The Negotiating Committee of the Army has recommended that the college be 
reimbursed for the cost of these improvements. F 

Some changes have taken place during the college year in the personnel of 
the faculty. Dr. Harold W. Knudson has been granted a leave of absence to 
engage in wartime chemical research in Washington, D. C. Reverend Norval 
Hegland, Dean of Men, has accepted a call to Miles City, Montana, and has been 
replaced by Professor Leonard A. Moe. Miss Theresa Holt, Dean of Women, 
has resigned to care for her aged father, and Miss Cora Martinson has been 
secured as Dean of Women. Professor Arthur O. Wigdahl, personnel director, 
has taken up the study of theology at Luther Seminary. Miss Sigrid Engen, 
director of the dining hall for the past eleven years, resigned her position at mid- 
year. Miss Engen has filled this difficult position with tact, patience and ability. 
We express our sincere appreciation to her for the faithful services rendered the 
college. Miss Amy Erickson of Fargo, North Dakota, has filled this vacancy. 
Her training and experience qualify her well for this position. 4 

Several of the senior men, who have chosen the ministry as their life calling, 
have enlisted in the armed forces, even though they were not subject to the 
draft. The number enrolling this year in Luther Theological Seminary will not 
be as large as usual, even though a larger number of our students have chosen 
the Christian ministry as a life calling than in any previous year. 

Wartime is a disturbing period for a college. Concordia is no exception. The 
faculty and students have met these conditions with courage, patience and a 
marked degree of Christian trust and faith. As we contemplate the sober and 
uncertain days ahead, we pray for strength and grace to fulfill the daily respon- 
sibilities to our God and our country, trusting in the promise “as thy days, so 
shall thy strength be.” Many of the four hundred blue stars in the Cobber 
service flag have turned to gold. God comfort the parents and loved ones. 

Concordia is committed unreservedly to the purposes of our country in de- 
fending our God-given blessings of democracy, liberty and freedom. We are going 
forward with faith in the ultimate victory of righteousness over the forces of evil. 
We who remain on the home front must strengthen the work in the Kingdom 
in all its departments. Our Christian colleges have an important role to play 
in the war and post-war periods. They need the prayers and support of Christian 
people as never before. We are confident that such support will be given, gener- 
ously and prayerfully. May God our help in ages past be our guide, our strength 
and our comfort in these troubled days. SOLI DEO GLORIA!

AUGUSTANA COLLEGE—1942-1943 


Much has been written these days about the fate of our Christian colleges. 
The times, it would seem, have conspired against them. Obviously, it is not the 
business nor the intent of the Federal Government to subsidize these institutions 
merely because their income is not sufficient for their operating needs. Some 
colleges, therefore, will find it necessary to close their doors for the duration, to 
reopen again if the needs of the community or the constituency justify their con- 
tinuance. Other colleges will be able to maintain their services by careful adminis- 
tration and adjustment of their programs to meet the special needs of the day. 

The demands of the armed services for the nation’s youth have placed a serious 
strain upon all of our colleges. A brief analysis of the registration at Augustana 
College will reveal the problems that have confronted us in the past school year. 
We began the school year 1942-43 with the largest enrollment in our history—a 
total of 587 students. By October first the enrollment had dropped to 561. This 
figure, however, was substantially larger than the registration of the previous 
year. Then, uncertain clouds began to appear upon the horizon. The draft age was 
lowered to eighteen years. Men who were qualified for army service became con- 
fused as to their future educational plans. There had been considerable uncertainty 
relative to the status of the young men in the various reserve units. This un- 
certainty became more acute with the conflicting pronouncements coming out 
from the army and navy departments. The second semester opened January 25, 
1943, with an enrollment of 410. Within a month after the opening of the second 
semester most of the boys enlisted in the army and aviation reserve units were 
called into active service. By March first the enrollment had dropped to 339. 

The financial report as of March 1, 1943, shows a slight increase in student 
income over the same period a year ago. The war emergency fee, the increased 
income in board and room, and the large registration for the first semester are the 
chief factors contributing to keep the financial condition of the institution at an 
even keel in spite of the severe drop in registration. 

The primary question now is—what can be done to meet the situation for the 
school year 1943-44? Much can be done that will be helpful. There are still a 
large number of men who will be able to complete at least one year of college 
before they are subject to the draft. There are others who are deferred because 
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of physical disability. Some are eligible for professional deferment. There are 
many young women in our congregations who should be preparing for the im- 
portant tasks of nursing and teaching. Augustana College is prepared to give 
superior training in these and other important fields. 

There are enough potential college students in our congregations to supply 
all of our colleges with substantial quotas of students. These students can be 
reached most effectively by those who are familiar with their situation. Many 
students have stated, with considerable gratitude, that they were led to a 
Christian college by some pastor or member of the congregation who had shown 
interest in their choice of school. Others have acknowledged, with unconscious 
irony, that no one in their congregation had directed them to any consideration 
of the Christian college program. Is it nothing to us where these young people 
go to prepare themselves for useful living? 

In our negotiations with the government, since the inauguration of the 
college training programs, it has been evident that our situation at Augustana 
would be affected materially by the location of the Army Technical School in 
Sioux Falls. When the army took over the local air port we found it impossible 
to continue the aviation training program. This war service was discontinued at 
the close of the school year 1941-42. The location of the Army Technical School 
in Sioux Falls, therefore, resulted in a substantial loss of income to the college. 

In the light of these developments we have planned for the future on the 
assumption that Augustana College would not be included in the army and navy 
military programs. 

A curtailment of program was inevitable to meet the restricted registration. 
But, realizing the importance of sustaining at home the underlying values in our 
democratic life, we have sought to expand the services of the institution to meet 
the more immediate civilian needs, particularly in teacher training, medical, 
nursing, business administration and pre-theological fields. We know that the 
opportunities for service are in these fields as our larger institutions are absorbed 
with the reponsibility of the technical military programs. 

The sudden shifts in registration for the school year 1942-43 were not wholly 
unexpected. Faculty members who were qualified for war services were urged to 
accept these temporary positions. Curtailments were made in course offerings 
wherever this could be done without seriously jeopardizing the students’ program. 
These adjustments were all made with minimum effect on the total program. The 
following table gives a picture of these salary reductions:

The above proposed budget allows $58,000 for teachers’ salaries. This is 
$3,000 more than the salary schedule as of August 1, 1943. 


Nurses’ Training Program 

The Nurses’ Training Program is one of the opportunities for service that has 
been expanded to meet the needs of the day. Nurses from Sioux Valley Hospital 
Sioux Falls, Luther Hospital and Barton Clinic, Watertown, are now registered 
in the twelve weeks summer units for courses in microbiology, physiology and 
anatomy, and chemistry. Some of these nurses will continue their academic work 
through the regular school year. This program is opening the door to a new 
and important field of service. A large number of nurses are also registered in 
the advanced five-year nurses training program leading to the combined degrees, 
B.S.-R.N. 

Seventy nurses are registered in the above listed courses. 


Summer Session—1943 


The summer session has been organized into two six weeks terms: 

First term—May 31, 1943 to July 9, 1943. 

Second term—July 12, 1943 to August 21, 1943. 

Dr. I. B. Hauge, the registrar, reports a total of 202 students registered for 
the first term of the summer session. This represents the largest summer school 
registration in the history of the institution. 


Graduation 

The commencement exercises were held in the Augustana Gymnasium-Chapel, 
Tuesday, May 25, 1943, at 10:30 a.m. Dr. N. Astrup Larsen, President, Iowa Dis- 
trict, N. L. C. A., delivered the commencement address. Twenty-eight students 
were graduated from the State Certificate Course. Sixty students were graduated 
with the degree Bachelor of Arts and one student was graduated with the degree 
Bachelor of Music. The total number of graduates was eighty-nine. 

The honorary degree, Doctor of Theology, was conferred upon Rev. Theodore 
Huggenvik, A.M., S.T.M. Professor of Religion, St. Olaf College. 


Building Campaign 
Plans are being formulated to raise $250,000 in the Augustana College field 
for the construction of a new library and expansion of the laboratory and class 
room facilities. This campaign has been endorsed by the Board of Education 
and the Board of Trustees of the N. L. C, A. On Saturday, June 5, 1943, the 
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Augustana College Association in annual session at Brookings, South Dakota, 
unanimously authorized the campaign in the territory. E 

This expansion program will meet an acute need. The present equipment of 
the college is taxed to capacity. Our library and reading room facilities par- 
ticularly are totally inadequate, even for the ordinary services. Now is the time 
to undertake the ingathering for a new building. When the war is over Augustana 
College will be in position to meet the increased demands of the new day. 


Resignation 


This summer brings to a close my eleventh year as President of Augustana 
College. These years have been, without a doubt, the most pleasant and profitable 
years of my life. A man is enriched by the company that he keeps and I owe a 
debt to the Board of Directors, the Faculty, and many friends of Augustana 
College with whom it has been my privilege to associate. I am thankful to God 
for His grace and the strength to work in a labor of love. 

The decision to sever my official connection with Augustana College has not 
been an easy one to make. It is difficult to choose when the heart dictates one 
course of action and the head dictates another. As we are making arrangements 
to leave for another field of activity we are reminded that many friends in the 
institution and the community at large have contributed to our comfort and our 
happiness. We know that these ties of friendship are not cut by our departure 
from the city. 

Reverend Lawrence M. Stavig has announced his acceptance of the call ex- 
tended to him by the Augustana College Association. He will become the fifth 
president of the institution since its organization as a liberal arts college in 1918. I 
pledge him my support in the new task that is his to build a greater and a better

. The past school year at Luther College has been a good year in m

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its demands especially upon our male population. No deaths have occurred in 
the student body during this school year, but Luther College bade farewell to one 
of its Emeritus Professors 

Knute Olson Eittreim, Candidate of Theology from Chicago Lutheran Semi- 
nary, 1909; clergyman, Creston, Illinois, 1900-1911; instructor Jewell College, 
Jewell, Iowa, 1911-1918; President 1912-18, came to Luther College as instructor 
in business courses and Bible in 1918. Hie later became also manager of the 
business office. When the Preparatory Department was discontinued the Rev. 
Eittreim continued in charge of the business office and as instructor in Bible 
in the college. In 1935 he became Emeritus and was made curator of the Nor- 
wegian American Historical Museum upon the retirement of Dr. Knut Gjerset. 
When it appeared that he was no longer sufficiently vigorous to continue the 
work in the museum he resigned as curator, effective June 30, 1939. From then 
on he lived quietly in his home on High Street, in Decorah, or in Long Beach, 
California, where he and Mrs. Eittreim made their home with a daughter. On 
September 29, 1942, he passed away and was laid at rest in the family lot of 
the Lutheran Cemetery, Decorah. Memorial services were held in the Chapel 
of the College. The funeral services were held in the First Lutheran Church, 
Decorah. Appropriate expressions of condolence were made in behalf of the 
College on both occasions. 

At the time when earnest efforts were made to bring into closer fellowship 
the various groups among the Norwegian Lutherans of this country, Prof. 
Eittreim came to Luther College. Coming into this central institution of the old 
Norwegian Synod from the former Hauge Synod, where he had been a pastor, 
he became, in a way, a living expression of the unity which was beginning to exist 
between these Lutheran groups—a unity which was sealed in 1917 through the 
union of the three largest groups of Norwegian Lutherans in America. To my 
knowledge, Prof. Eittreim never was shaken in his convictions regarding this 
unity, even before 1917. 

It is not necessary to write any further biography or characterization of Prof. 
Eittreim here. We all knew him as a kindly soul, who gave his life to the service 
of the Church. While not trained primarily to be a college instructor, and not 
called to Luther for the college but for the preparatory department, he gave 
unstintingly of his time and strength to whatever tasks were assigned to him. 
Blessed be his memory. 

The health of the students has in general been good. Cases of measles and 
mumps have occurred, one or two cases being in the college hospital most of the 
time since Christmas. But no one has been seriously ill. A few appendectomies 
have also occurred with good results. One young man, Richard Savre, a senior, 
has spent weeks in the hospital, first with a fracture in the left foot, later with a 
fracture in the left leg immediately below the knee. I have been much con- 
cerned about his condition, but it seems now that he is improving as rapidly as 
one can expect and that he will be able to graduate with his class and return 
home immediately after commencement. I have promised to take him to Sty 
Paul and put him on a train for Morris or Glenwood, Minnesota, if this will be 
of help to him, since his father will not be able to attend the graduation festivities 
here. 

The Emergency Appeal has moved forward in a satisfactory way. However, 
I shall not attempt to give any report on this, because Dr. Bergsaker will do this 
in due season. There are odds and ends to pick up here and there. When this has 
been done we shall have enough money to put up a building. The cash has come 
in more rapidly than is usual in response to appeals. The money has been in- 
vested mainly in United States Treasury Notes and in Defense Bonds, an indica- 
tion that it is safely invested and liquid, though not bearing a high rate of interest. 

We have every reason to thank God and our Church for this generous response 
to the Appeal in behalf of Luther College, occasioned by the destruction of the 
Old Main building May 31, 1942. 

It would be in place to report the destruction of this building. But it has 
been so fully reported in our Church papers, bulletins, and orally that you are all 
familiar with it. Anything that I might state on this at this time would be restate- 
ment and serve no useful purpose. I shall only repeat that we may well continue 
to thank God that no lives were lost and that in His hands even this disaster may 
become a blessing to the college and to the Church. 
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The Board of Trustees has chosen Mr. Charles Altfillisch, Decorah, as the 
architect for the new building, and has elected a building committee. The faculty 
has at the request of the building committee elected an advisory building com- 
mittee. This faculty committee has worked diligently to determine the needs of the 
college. A number of divisional committees have been appointed to plan and to 
determine what is needed to take care of the respective departments. All of their 
suggestions will be sifted by the central committee and then submitted to the 
architect. My prayer is that God will bless all of these efforts and guide us so 
that out of all the meetings and deliberations will come, finally, a plan which 
will meet all reasonable needs and be an honor to our Church and the many 
individuals who have so generously responded to the Emergency Appeal. 

Since the Emergency Appeal was inaugurated, no efforts have been made in 
regard to the Women’s Dormitory project. The money that has been paid in to 
this fund is being cared for by the Board in a manner similar to the investment 
of the Main Building fund. 

A detailed financial statement is not requested for this report. Suffice it to say, 
therefore, that in spite of the tremendous upheaval in enrollment during the past 
year we have been-able to operate without a final deficit. The coming year will 
be more difficult in this respect.

. On the day of Pearl Harbor a telegram was sent from Luther College to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt: Pledging our all to the government in its effort to defend our 
shores, our people, our institutions, against the aggressors who would destroy our 
God-given heritage, spiritual as well as physical. 

Nothing more is needed to indicate that a crisis had come not only for our 
country but, similarly, for education, especially higher education, in our country. 
In this pledge to our president, Luther College had stepped forward when the 
country called its men to the colors and pledged her readiness to give her all, if 
need be, for the preservation of the ideals of which our flag and our constitution 
are symbols. 

No sooner had this pledge been made than a restlessness born of patriotic 
fervor made itself felt throughout the faculty and student body. A neighbor in 
the Pacific, with oily words in the ears of Secretary of State Hull, had been 
lulling us to sleep, and while we both figuratively and literally slept this same 
neighbor had stabbed us in the back, taking the life of a large number of our 
Navy’s upstanding young men and destroying a large number of the Navy’s 
ships. 

It is therefore not surprising that ten members of Luther’s staff have gone 
into the service or into essential war work where specialists were needed. Among 
them are our registrar, Prof. Rolfe Haatvedt; Prof. of Education, A. O. David- 
son; Professor of Mathematics, H. E. Ellingson; Professor of Physics, Emil 
Miller; Professor of Chemistry, C. R. Waldeland; Assistant Professor of Biology, 
Harold Orwoll. Nor is it surprising that our student body has been reduced 
from 494 to 249, due in the main to enlistments and the draft. 133 of these 249 
are men. 75 of these, again, are in some reserve corps. Not more than 25 of these 
133 can be expected to return to college next year. Today our men who have 
left us are in the armed forces in Africa, England, the Solomons, India, or in 
training somewhere in America. While we had them with us we tried to equip 
them physically, mentally and morally for the life of good soldiers. The leader- 
ship to which they have attained in the various branches of the service indicates 
that our efforts have not been in vain. A surprising number have received com- 
missions, become instructors, or have been selected for specialized training. One 
after the other have become assistants to the chaplains. On the campus we have 
maintained the Navy specialized training program known as V-7, V-5, V-1, and 
now V-12. We have also had a considerable number of Army reservists in our 
student body. These have all been enlisted but in an inactive status. Next year 
this will no doubt be changed. 

Luther College has been placed on the approved list for a Navy unit. An in- 
spector has visited the campus and has recommended the college for a unit of 
300. With his report an elaborate questionnaire which we filled in went in to 
Washington. What the outcome of this will be we cannot tell. What we do know 
is, that Luther College in line with hundreds of other colleges has poured out, 
generously and speedily, almost her entire man power into active service in the 
armed forces. 

Now the question naturally follows, shall we as a Church, and can we, main- 
tain our higher institutions of learning? To this I would answer, if there was a 
valid reason for building Luther College during the days of the Civil War, and 
if those hard-pressed and poor forefathers of ours could carry through that great 
project then, that reason and that ability must be here now. : 

‘Relatively the Church colleges can give only a few men, after all, into the 
service today. In the mass we today designate as “man-power” there are such 
large numbers involved that, after all, the contribution of the college seems to 
fade into insignificance. And yet, there are realms also in armed forces where 
the need is not primarily one of man-power and numbers but of minds that can 
think correctly, hearts that beat for the right ideals, and a will to give one’s all 
to preserve those ideals. Paul was only one man, but what an intellect, what a 
heart, what a will! “Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do?” What a power! The 
whole Roman Empire was literally in the last analysis shaken to pieces, through 
the power that lay in the mind and heart and will of that humble servant of 
Christ who sat in chains in Rome. “I was not disobedient to the heavenly vision! 
No wonder that King Agrippa, under the spell of that power—after all not Paul’s 
own—cried out, “Almost thou persuadest me to be a Christian.” 
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Luther was only one man. But, again, what power! 
“Stood we alone in our own might, 
Our striving would be losing; 
For us the one true Man doth fight, 
The Man of God’s own choosing. 
Who is this chosen One? 
”Tis Jesus Christ, the Son, 
The Lord of hosts, ’tis He 
Who wins the victory 
In every field of battle.” 


No wonder his “Here I stand” could shake the whole civilized world, cause 
the Pope to tremble, empires to topple, the foundation to be laid for a democracy 
in the Western Hemisphere, womanhood and marriage to be honored, the chil- 
dren of the poor as well as rich to be instructed, scholarship cultivated and re- 
spected, the royal priesthood of believers to be recognized—may we not add, The 
Four Freedoms enunciated—and, best of all, the trembling, repentant sinner 
lifted up into a new life, “justified by faith.” 

Has not Hitler said something like this, that the totalitarian state cannot be 
defeated by armies or navies, but by one man who can put an explosive idea in 
the minds of others? He may not know who this man is, nor what the explosive 
idea is that finally will defeat the global gangsters of whom he has appointed 
himself the leader. But you and I know. Our whole Church knows. ‘’Tis Jesus 
Christ, the Son, the Lord of hosts, ’Tis He who wins the victory in every field 
of battle.” He, the Lord, has been challenged, and He is not going down to de- 
feat. 

This is total war, and it is not primarily a war of armies and navies. It is 
more a war of ideologies, of ideas, of thinking. There are two foundamentally 
different and antagonistic lines of thinking that cannot be reconciled and cannot 
live together peacefully in the same world. The one springs from the devil and is 
shapen in the sinful, selfish, and unregenerate human mind. The other is of God 
and cannot be destroyed. When one man sets himself up to do the thinking, be 
the Bible and the Savior of the whole nation, and insists on having such ideas 
forced upon other nations, too, it is clear that these will clash with and cannot 
live side by side with ideas absolutely opposed to them. A war of ideologies must 
ensue. And where is the clear thinking on these deep and vital matters to come 
from, if not from the educated, the trained men of the Church whom God has 
regenerated and instructed, enlightened and sanctified? Paul and Luther were 
well trained men of Christian convictions. They made their great contributions, 
not with arms but with thoughts. The peoples of Norway today are not fighting 
with guns. They cannot. But they are Christians. They have Christian ideals, 
Christian principles, and Christian convictions. These cannot with impunity 
be trampled under foot by any man nor by any army of men. The pastors, the 
teachers of Norway, have no arms, but they are fighting. They are helping to 
inspire men everywhere through their thinking and the preaching in word and 
deed of their convictions. And in the end they will win. And so our colleges to- 
day, in this time of crisis, must supply to our country their full share of their 
God-given ideology. They must give to our country men who can think cor- 
rectly, guided by the spirit of God, who can lead not only in the hour of combat 
on the battle field, but who can see clearly the right course and guide safely the 
affairs of nations when the hour comes that peace among nations will be not 
only a hope but a reality. 

I. Our country needs our trained young people. The calling by the govern- 
ment of chaplains and the building of chapels are evidences of the fact that the 
promises of our president were not to be taken as idle words. Our church and 
our colleges have a contribution to make that our country needs and is calling for. 

II. Our colleges are needed for the work of the Church. 

III. Our colleges are needed for the maintenance of our homes, the faith of 
our fathers in the hearts of our children. 

IV. What can you do for our colleges? 

a) Pray for them. 
b) Send students,—capable, Christian students. 
c) Sacrifice for them. 
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May God help us to recognize the importance of our colleges to our children, 
to our church, to America, and bless the efforts that have been made to establish 
and maintain these “arsenals of democracy,” yes, may we not say, these arsenals 
of Christianity, called into being by our Christian fathers in order to fulfill our 
Master’s great commission, to “Make disciples of all nations.” Amen,

Annual Report to the Church. 


WALDORF COLLEGE 
To the Board of Education: 

For the first time in the history of Waldorf College the accumulated deficit 
has been entirely eliminated and the College may be considered "out of debt.” 
Whatever financial problems the war may ‘bring, the Waldorf College Board 
can face them without any burden of old obligations. : 

The 1942-43 budget was in balance, with current income exceeding current ex- 
penditures. Over a period of the past ten years the total current income has 
exceeded the total current expenditures, indicating that balanced budgets have 
been achieved regularly. 

An extensive program of remodeling and repairing has been carried out dur- 
ing the past five years. The college buildings are in good condition. 

The enrolment at the beginning of the year was about eight per cent below 
that of the previous year. This was not as great a loss as was experienced by 
the average college. Of the total enrolment of 166 college students, fifty-one 
were men. At the close of the school year only 18 men were still in attendance, 
and six of them were subject to call to military service within a few weeks. 

Fifty-six students were graduated in May, 1943, with the following degrees 
and certificates: Associate in Education, 22; Associate in Arts, 7; Associate in 
Science, 3; Associate in Commerce, 6; one-year commerce certificates, 18. 

During the past year Waldorf College received an additional educational 
accreditation, being accepted by the Central Association of Colleges. 

The spirit of the school has been unusually good and the Christian emphasis 
positive. 

I have submitted my resignation, effective July 15, 1943, after serving as 
president of Waldorf College for eleven years. Rev. Morton O. Nilssen is the 
president-elect.

Erling Peterson began his secular educa- 
tion in the rural schools of Rock County, 
Minnesota.

Halvdan Arnholt Strand. I was born at 
Aarstein, Ibestad Parish, Norway on the 
8th of June, 1899. My parents were Hart- 
vik and Olava (nee Jensen) Strand. Bap- 
tized the same year in Ibestad church. 
Confirmed in Salangen church on July 19, 
1914. Received public and high school edu- 
cation at Salangen and Harstad and at- 
tended Otto Treider's Handelsgymnas 1918- 
1919. Employed from the latter year until 
1928 in various businesses and offices in 
different parts of Norway. In the spring of 
1928 I immigrated to Canada, landing at 
Quebec City on the 18th of June. 

During my first three years in this coun- 
try I worked as a labourer, first in north- 
ern Ontario, then in Toronto, Ontario, from 
the fall of 1928, where I also attended 
night school for two years at Jarvis Col- 
legiate. 

My inclinations had long been towards 
the ministry, but my conception of it was 
more along the line of an ideal profession 
than as a divine calling and the road 
seemed blocked in the old land. Yet, busi- 
ness life never satisfied my longing nor did 
it fill the vacuum in my soul. I was reared 
in a fine, truly Christian home. My parents 
were both *'personlige kristne” as were 
also my paternal and maternal grand- 
parents. But my own personal experience 
of Christ as my Saviour was lacking, and 
for that reason, it seems, God did not want 
me to enter His service of the Word. I was 
the oldest in the family of eight children 
and while employed in business had a good 
income which perhaps also prevented me 
from surrendering to Him. 

It was not until the summer of 1931 that 
I came into personal fellowship with 
Christ. Being an active member of St. 
John’s Lutheran Church (Miss. Synod) 
Toronto, I presume many of my own 
countrymen and friends took me to be a 
genuine Christian. One day they called me 
to the death bed of an old Norwegian, 
thinking I could. render the needed spir- 
itual service. I was struck and after some 
heartsearching, felt utterly at a loss what 
to do for him. However, I went to see him. 
Arriving at his place he was at the point 
of death and had already become uncon- 
scious. Then and there I realized that had 
he still been in his senses what could I 
have done for him. How could I who had 
not found Christ myself have undertaken 
to lead another lost soul to Him and His 
cross? A strong conviction of sin overtook 
me, and asking God’s forgiveness for 
Christ’s sake, I surrendered my heart to 
Him and asked Him to take me and use me 
as His instrument in bringing lost sinners 
to the foot of Christ's cross. I can truly 
say that that has been my sole motive for 
entering the ministry and for continuing 
in it till this very day. Very humbly I may 
also add that God has blessed me and 
given me many wonderful proofs of His 
grace in Christ. 

In the fall of 1981 I enrolled as a full 
time student in the Toronto Bible College, 
taking the complete three years’ course, 
graduating in the spring of 1934. In this 
course, besides the religious subjects taken, 
I also had opportunity to take a number 
of academic subjects which were taught as 
in an arts college. For a year after my 
graduation from the Bible College I work- 
ed in a store, which I had also done part 
of the time while attending college. I also 
took some private tutoring. As I had seen 
God's hand so clearly leading me through 
the years of economic hardship at college, 
and also had experienced His blessing in 
using me in some small ways to serve Him, 
I became convinced that it was His will 
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that I should prepare myself fully for 
service in His church, but my ideas and 
my motive for doing so had now become 
far more than merely idealistic. Love for 
Christ my Saviour and for my fellowmen 
was now the compelling motive. I there- 
fore applied for admission to the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Seminary at Waterloo, 
Ontario, and began studying there in the 
fall of 1935, graduating with diploma in 
1938, the seminary recognizing my previous 
education equivalent to the B. A. degree.
